Carlists Are Attempting toe Lead the 
Rvolution. 

Cerbere, France-Spanish Frontier, 
July 31.—Spanish refugees arriving 
here say the Carlists are attempting to 
take over the leadershp of the move- 
ment in Catalonia and that Don Jaime 
is expected to place himself at tke 
head of the rebellion. 

The refugees explain that the Cata- 

lonians, who are the most industrious 
people in Spain, have long complained 
that they were exorbitantly taxed for 
the benefit of other regions and that 
the disconent is deep-seated. They 
say the Catalonians have not shown 
opposition to the war in Morocco, but 
Only to what they regard as an ex- 
pedition for the benefit of private in- 
terests which entailg the useless ex- 
penditure of life and increased taxa- 
tion. 
- The judges declare that the leaders 
of the movement have exploited the 
discontent among the people and have 
directed the movement against the 

’ Ymonarchy and the church. It is as- 
serted that Catalonia, formerly the 
most devout Catholic province in 
Spain. has now become the center of 
free thought. 

Arms, Legs and Heads Were Carried 


on Pales. 

London, July 31.—The Daily Tele- 
graph’s correspondent at Barcelona 
gives a graphic description of affairs 
up to Wednesday evening. He com- 
ments on the extraordinary sudden- 
ness of the outbreak of the insurrec- 
tion which took the public completely 
by surprise on Monday morning. 

By 4 o’clock in the afternoon barri- 
cades were being erected and there 
was firing in every direction. By that 
time, too, a state of stege had been 
proclaimed, telegraph lines cut, 
bridges dynamited, railways stopped 
and Barcelona isolated. Throughout 
Tuesday the same scenes continued, 
but the troops were quite inactive, 
everybody asking what the captain- 
general and the military were doing. 
Only the police and civil guard were 
trying to stamp out the insurrection. 

Up to Wednesday morning the 
troops had not fired a shot. In the 
meantime, churches, convents and 
colleges had been burned and _ the 
sky ifluminated by the flames. Dozens 

- of priests and nuns were ruthlessly 
slaughtered, some at the altar while 
holding the crucifix in their hands, 
Others while bravely defending their 
institutions against the revolutionists 
and devouring flames, the populace 
preventing the Red Cross workers 
from giving aid. 

Nuns Were Stoned, 

Nuns who appeared at the windows 
were stoned, not a soul took pity on 
their screams. From the height of 
‘Mont Jtiich nothing was to be seen 
but flames; the whole of Barcelona 
seemed lke a bonfire. 

The number killed, the corporal 
said, wae 120, and there were more 
than 306%:injured. The wounded con- 
tinue to %e unearthed under the ruins. 
‘“Today;” he continues, “I witnessed 
one of the grimmest of spectacles. The 
revolutionists, about 10,000 strong, 
- “were marching about the streets, with 
@harred remains of their victims. They 
had placed arms, leg and heads on 
poles and were singing the Marsellaise 
and were shouting. They gave not 
only the police, civil guard and sol- 
diers samples of their carnage, but 
‘petually under the very nose

ONLY THE PARIS COMMUNE 
EQUALS BARCELONA REVOLT 

Paris, July 31.—Although the direct 
| dispatches received from Madrid, 
which pass throug the hands of the 
censor, agree that General Brandos, 
the military commander at Barcelona, 
has ruthlessly crushed the. revoit 
there, executing many ring feaders, 
and that the government is how in 
control'of the situation, reports filter- 
ing out at Cebere, on the French 
frontier, none of which, however, were 
later than of July 29, indicate that the 
mob had then had the upper hand and 
that nothing in history, with the ex- 
ception of the Paris commune, ap- 
proached the foreclose drama being 
enacted, 

In the tales brought out from Spain 
mych remains obscure, but all the re- 
ports &gree that the movement was 
skilfully organized, and broke like a 
bolt from a clear sky. Three facts 
stand out prominently. 

Troops Weouldn’t Fire. 

First, the troops in the earlieat 
stages refused to fire on the mob, 
either because they were numerically 
inferior, or because they were in 
sympathy with the mob. ; 

Second, that the movement was dis- 
tinctly revolutionary and anti-cler!- 
cal; and, third, the fury of the mob 
was vented almost entirely against 
the church and its representatives, 
private property being generally 
spared, 

Eye witnesses saw the populacs 
everywhere acclaiming the troops, 
while cursing and fighting the police 
and the civil guard, gnd the cries were 
“Down with the government.” 

“Down with the king.” 

“Long live the republic.” 

The stories of the ferocity of the 
mob toward church property and the 
priests, monks and nuns are incredi- 
ble. The monks, who could not és- 
cape through the subterranean pas- 
sages in the monasteries, were beaten 
and killed. The nuns fleeing from the 
burning convents were driven  half- 
naked through the streets, and the 
priests, it is reported, were shot at the 
steps of the altar.. It is even: stated 
that the mangleg bodies of monks 
were carried on poles through the 
streets by ten thousand people, . and 
that the captain: general was helpless 
to interfere. 

IOTERS APPLIED TORCH 
TO FIFTEEN CONVENTS. 

Paris, July 31.—A dispatch to The 
Matin from Gerona, via the frontier, 
gives an interview with a refugee who 
fied from Barcelona Wednesday. 

“There is terror ang awful tragedy 
at Barcelona,” said the refugee. “On 
Monday I saw barricades thrown up 
by rioters working like mad. I saw a 
charge by the gendarmes, their head- 
long rush On the barbed-wire stretched 
before the barricades, the fall of their 
horses, the death of the riders, almost 
all of whom were poignarded by the 
revolutionists. 

“From Monday to Wednesday as 
many as fifteen convents were set on 
fire, and the blaze lighted up the sea 
and arouseg the population. The civil 
guard and police were hissed and jeer- 
ed everywhere, but food and cigars 
were offered to the soldiers, who re- 
peatedly refused to fire. : 
“From Barcelona, I carry a vision of 
frenzied fighting in the streets, the 
activity of the devoted Red Cross; 
churches burned; altars and images 
wrecked, ang the flight of monks and 
nuns to escape the fury of the mobs.’

Seven Upheavals Have 
Been Recorded. 


Many Buildings Were “8 
to Ground During the - 
quake Yesterday—-It Rocked 
the City for One Minute and 


Forty Seconds. 


Mexico City, July $1.—-Mexico City 
Was again severely bumped by an 
earthquake today. A shock more ge- 
vere than any yet experienced rocked 
the city for one minute and forty sec- 
onds. The first faint swaying came 
at 12:43 o'clock, but the nervous peo- 
ple needed nothing more than the 
slightest tremble to send them pouring 
out of. stores, office bulldings and 
dwellings to the streets. The shock 
grew itn intensity at the end of the 
first thirty seconds and suddenly shift- 
ed the direction of its motion. 

Long Swaying Motion. 

It began with a long swaying north 
tq south oscillatory motion which 
changed to a bumping trepidatory ac- 
tion. No great damage was done, 
though many walls, weakened by the 
shocks of yesterday morning, while in- 
numerable pubile buildings were 
cracked. The national pe@lace suffered 
considerably. The war office, cham- 
bers of ambassadors and other sections 
of the handsome buildings were 
cracked. The Mutual Life Insurance 
Company building, the Stillwell build- 
ing and the cathedral were among the 
other large edifices whose walls suf- 
fered openings. In the case of the 
first two the damage was of a minor 
character. 

The reports received here this morn- 
ing from Governor Damania in Flores, 
of the state of Guerrera, declare that 
in Acapulco the largest and strongest 
buildings were razed to the ground by 
the force of the tremors yesterday and 
that there has been property loss in 
that section. 

Many Buildings Destroyed. 

At Acapulco the custom house, with 
its warehouse and military barracks 
and a number of other prominent 
buildings were absolutely destroyed, 
while the municipal palace suffered 
serious damage. Thirteen earth- 
quakes within thirty hours' have been 
registered by the government seismo- 
raph at the Acubaya. 

From the time the earth began to 
heave in the valley yesterday morn- 
ing at 7:14 o’clock wntil the quivers 
ceased at 12:45 o’clock today Mexico 
City has been shaking at intervals of 
every two or three hours. Six up- 
heavals have been of such strength as 
to be felt by the people, while the 
other seven have been felt only by the 
Sensitive instruments at the seismo- 
graph station.

Strong Case Against Mitchell. 

The court of appeals, in concluding

TRADING. STAMPS 


BANNED BY STATE 


‘Governor Affixes. Signa- 


ture to Bill--Other 
Measures Signed. 


One of the. first general -bilis of 
interest and importance enacted by 
the general assembly at this session 
to be signed by Governor Brown, is 
that prohibiting the issuance of trad 
ing stamps redeemable by a third 
party, to which the governor has just 
affixeg his signature. 


This bill was especially championed 


} by the senator and representatives from 


Richmond county. It does not prohibit 
a retail merchant from issuing trad- 
ing stamps and rebate checks, redeema- 
ble in trade in his own store, but it 
makes it unlawful for any merchant 
to issue trading stamps for redemp- 
tion by a third party. 

There has been’ some suggestion 
that there may be a fight on the law 
in the courts by the concerns at which 
it is aimed.

Waites have already graded over two 
miles of excellent’ road, 30 feet wide, 
with no grade over 2 per cent. 

“All forces are working effectively 
and harmoniously to get good roads. 
The sentiment of our people ts nearly 
all one way, and goeqg. roads’ will be 
the result. The fact fs, that we have 
already accomplished more in the way 
of grading and straightening the roads 
than the old system accomplished in 
five. years; and we fave . enly » had 
about six months to work, and with 
| unusually unfavorable weather condi- 
tions making our work harder, and 
more of it, by rgason of washouts oc- 
curring every now and then. 

“Some time since the koard of com- 
}missioners issued a statement to the 
public, appealing to the. people for ir- 
telligent cooperation in their afforts to, 
secur: good roads. Things look bright 
for the future of the public roads in‘ 
Campbell county, because the people 
have come to see the absolute neces- 
sity for g00g foads.” ‘ 


Three Gangs in Washington.

good roads about 1888. There are in 
this county 500 miles of Public roads. 
Thousands of dollars have been spent 
and improvement atill goes on and the 
county will spend many thousands of 
dollars before the year ends. 

Since the late agitation of good 
roads some go00d work has been done 
in this county, cutting down high 
places, filling and building culberts 
and making the road as level as can 
be. The road that leads through the 
county and known as the Capital route 
has been put in excellent condition, au- 
tomobilists finding it to be one of the 
best highways in the county. Auto- 
mobilists can travel anywhere in the 
county on the public roads at a rate 
from 30 to 50 miles an hour. 

The county is spending money lav- 
ishly and hopes some day to be the 
champion county of the state. The. 
county chaingang is managed by our 
board of county commissioners, There 
is a strong agitation at the present 
time to change the system by having 
a competent supervisor, which in all 
probability will be done in the near 
future. 

To give an idea of the condition of 
our roads, ex-Senator Little this week 
traveled from Louisville to Augusta, a 
distance of .47 miles, in one hour and 
forty-five minutes. 


Sumter a Banner County. 

Americus, Ga., July 31.—(Special.)— 
_ Special. j—Sumter stands in the front 
rank of the banner counties of Geor-

work. This county has been engaged 
in the work of improving its roads for 
| more than fifteen years under a defi- 
nite plan. which has yielded rich re- 
sults. 

Professor Charles M. Strahan, of 
the department of engineering in the 
University of Georgia, workéd out a 
plan for the use of the county ton- 
victs on the public roads and reported 
the plan to the grand jury of the 
county. The ‘plan was adopted and 
thus this county. has been working 
convicts 6n the roads for many. years 
with the very best results. 

The first work done was to properly 
lay out the roads. Mr. T. P. Stanley, 
a competent engineer, was secured and 
he made the proper surveys of all the 
roads. Having determined the proper 
grades, the roads Were brought to good 
condition by the use of intelligent di-- 
rection and the very best machinery. 
Thus far the roads were not macadam- 
ized or permanently improved. For sev- 
eral years the work done was prelimi- 
nary and all the roads were brought 
up to a condition where permanent 
work could be done effectively. It has 
been the experience of Clarke county 
that this preliminary work should be. 
done, even though it delay the perma- 
nent work a ghort while. 

The vast improvement in cgunty 
roads thus led the people to vote an 
issue of $100,000 of road improvement 
ponds. This bond issue was author- 
ized six years ago. It has not re- 
quired the raising of the county tax 
in the least to take care of the ‘bond 
issue, and in the place of the roads be- 
ing patched up under the old system, 
they have been permanently improved 


Sia in the matter of road improvement, 
and the magnificent results attained 
already its a matter of pride to every 
citizen. Not only ts the county crossed 
by splendid highways, thus facilitating 
travel and the marketing of the crops, 
but land values have enhanced enor- 
mously ag the result oz good roads. 

Six years ago, Sumter county estab- 
lished her chaingang system and be- 
gan the substantial improvement of 
roads; already fairly good. “The work 
has been pushed forward with greater 
zeal each succeeding year. 

Within the past month several fami- 
lies from South Carolina have: settled 
near Andrews, in every instance buying 
lands traversed by g00d roads, each 
paying higher prices. therefor. 

From Flint river, on the eastern 
boundary of Sumter, to the Webster 
county line, is 30 miles, and three or 
four smooth highways traverse the 
county from east to west. From An- 
dersonville, on the north, to Smithville 
Lee county, On the south, the distance 
of 24 mileg across the county, is mark- 
ed by highways the equal of many’ city | 
streets, and over which automobiles 
frequently speed 60 miles.an hour Over 
these roads farmers with four-mule 
teams haul eight to ten bales of cotton 
at a load to.Americus, whereas, before 
the days of good roads, it was a task 
for six mules to pull seven bales at a 
load, requiring a day for the round 
trip. 

One of the finest stretches of high- 
way in Sumter is the Smtihville road, 
from Americus, !2 miles in length. On! 
this single stretch, 100 convicts have 
been employed for nearly two months, 
and a magnificent road is the result. 
Hilis were cut down, valleys filled in, 
and the smooth road perfectly level and 
ag firm as can be made, is the result. 
This road cost Sumter county many | 
thousand dollars, but the investment 
is well worth the cost, and more. 

The superintendent of roadg here is 
Captain R. T. Christian, an experienced 
road builder, and for years engaged in 
railway construction. He adheres to 
a uniform width of 30 feet, and. no ob- 
stacle deters him. ~ 

At present the county has a working 
force of 100 convicts; apout’ twenty-five 
felony convicts from the state camps, 


from the courts here. It also has 
fine mules, besides

plows, etc. The 
camps are sO arranged that they can 
be rapidly moved within an hour's no- 
tice; cages on wheels being used for 
conveying convicts. 

The people.of Sumter are delighted

Working Wonders in Colquitt. 

Moultrie, Ga., July 31.—(Special. )— 
The map of Colquitt county is being 
rapidly changed by the modern road 
working and in a year or two it will 
have a system of highways that would 
not be recognized by those familiar 
with the county in the past. The con- 
victs on the roads have worked a reve. 
lation. The old lines of road are be- 
dng departed from and straightened 
where they originally dodged the hills 
and boggy places. They are made 
straight on two, three and four-mile 
stretches—even going through fields 
where the right-of-way is obtainable, 
if there is opportunity of cutting down 
distance. 

The preliminary work has consisted 
largely of opening new roads where 
new roads have been made necessar$ 
by the fast development of this county 
and getting out a right-of-way and 
straightening the old roads. This work 
is about complete and the convicts are 
now going over the second time, giv- 
ing the sand-clay treatment where it 
is needed, cutting down the grades 
and making concrete bridges and turn- 
pikes over the small creeks, where 
wood bridges have proven very un-: 
satisfactory and expensive in the past. 

The county commissioners have act- 
ed wisely in securing a superintendent 
for road work who understands his 
business of road making and engineer. 
ing. / '

“Prison Makes Annonce- 
i ment. 


Warden Moyer ,of the United States 
penitentiary, yesterday announced the 
appointment of Captain Custis Harri- 
son, a native Georgian, as deputy 
Warden, successor to B. G. McClaughery, 
recently resigned. 

Captain Harrison has held an offi- 
cial position at the national prison al- 
most since that house of custody for 
lawbrakers wee opened. He began his 
work as a guard back in 1902. Two 
years later he was given a promotion, 
and the year following was made cap- 
tain-of-the-awtch. 

Before accepting a position in the 
nationa] prison service, Captain Harri- 
son had had a long, varied and etxen- 
sive service in the United States army. 
In '87 he enlisted in Troop D, Fifth 
United States cavalry, and in ‘92 was 
honorably discharged as a sergeant. 
Durfng his service he was awarded a 
silver medal of honor for heroic con- 
duct in rescuing from watery graves 
several persons. Among Captain Harri- 
son’s most valued possessions is a let- 
ter from the:secretary of the treasury 
touching that rescue work. A para- 
graph in that letter follows: 

“Your admirable coolness and reso- 
lution which averted the loss of several 
lives, and especially your heroic con- 
duct in rushing back into the danger 
from which you had barely escaped, 
deserve unqualified commendation,”’ 

Captain Custis Garrison is related to 
the Harrison family of Atlanta and 
Georgia, every one of whom made an 
éxcellént soldier during the war be- 
tween the states, while their descend- 
ants have all been reckoned among the 
best and most progressive Georgians. 

Captain Custis Harrison’s promotion 
brings to Julian A..

Traveling libraries have been in- 
stalled in many merchant vessels by 
a society which has interested itself in 
purveying that sort of pabulum for!

The state ef Georgia has provided 
with a generous hand for rhe brave 
Confederate soldiers, who becaus: of 
old age and physical infirmities are 
compelled to accept support anc pro- 
tection from a grateful. people. 

The Soldiers’ Home, a large and 
thoroughly comfortable brick building, 
with. wide porches, broad halig and 
well furnished rooms, stands upon an 
eminence which commands a beauti- 
‘ful view of the attractive surround- 
ing country. Flower beds, carefully 
tended, give welcome.to the visitor, and 
furnish an esthetic touch to the ev- 
ery-day lives of the old soldiers, to 
whom but little remains but memories 
of four years. of sacrifice and magnifi- 
cent courage.

MONUMENT OPPOSED. 


The movement to erect in every state 
of the south replicas of a monument 
modeleq by Louis Amateis, of Wash- 
ington, which would be memorials to 
the women of the confederacy, has en- 
countered formidable opposition from 
Nashville, Tenn., in the shape’ of a 
protest against the design by Frank 
Cheatham Bivouac, a prominent organ- 
— of confederate veterans in that 
city. 

This organization recently described 
the design as that of “a militant 
female of visage grom and pose fero- 
cious, with outstretched arms grasp- 
ing in one hand the blade of a sword 
and with the other the staff of a flaunt- 
ing flag. constituting a spectacle most 
repulsive when considered in connec- 
tion with the object sought. 

“It vields in no sense -a sug geation 
of southern womanhood,” thg resolu- 
tions go on to say, “but. on the con- 
trary, in every possible aspect in which 
it can be viewed is bitterly in variance 
with our conception of the gentle, re- 
fined. tender, faithful, prayerful and 
devoted women—the heroines that we 
knew and loved in the sixties.”

federate Veterans, says in a jetter re- 
ceived here mg erage the controversy:

ing methods as ota as those of 
delta of Egypt a modern agricul- 
tural academy has been started by the 
government officials of this backwoods 
China. They have appropriated 
$150,000 a year for its support, and 
have a live experimental farm of three 
hundred acres connected with it. 

This agricultural station was founded 
by Tang Shao Yi, the former governor 
of Mukden, who recently went to 
America to thank us for the return of 
the Boxer indemnity. I understand’ 
that a part of his mission was to 
look up educational talent for his agri- 
cultural academy, and that he will 
bring a dozen or so young Americans 
back with him. He has already in- 
duced two of our well-known agricul- 
tural experts to come here. These are 
Mr. E. C. Parker and Mr. W. H. Tom- 
have, who have both been connected, 
with the University of Minnesota. 
Both have performed good experimen- 
tal farm work in the United States. 
Professor Parker has ‘done evlant 


books, and has also done ellent 
work for the government at Washing- 
ton. 

These young men are now on the 


ground. They arrived some months ago, 
and, since then have been traveling 
over Manchuria on horseback and in 
carts, studying the country and its ag- 
ricultural possibilities. They have cov- 


churia and have gone through some of 
the sparsely settled northern portions, 
which they tell me promise to become 
one of the great-baskets of Asia and 
possibly ite meat-basket as well. 
Indeed, this new agricultural move- 
ment jis one of the most encouraging 
evidences of the awakening of Asia, 


in Manchuria, beyond the frontier of 
China, is @emarkable. It is also to be 
noted that the movement has its origin 
in America, and that it is being backed 
with the American education of Chi- 
nese brains... His excellency, Tang 
Shao Yi, who is the prime mover and 
head, is a graduate of Yale university, 


arid M. T. Lang, who is the chief 
counsellor of the viceroy, and also 
Tang Shao Yi’s assistant, was edu- 
cated at the same school. The new 


agricultural academy has as its direc- 
tor Mr. C. S. Chan, a young Chinese 
graduate of the University of Califor- 
alia, who speaks English as well as any 
reader of this newspaper, andthe tex't- 
books he uses are based upon the work 
of our agricultural department in 
Washington. 
On the Way to the Farm. 


It was through the kindness of M. T. 
Liang, whom I had previously met at 
the viceroy’s yamen, that Director Chan 
called upon me at my inn and ar- 
ranged for me to visit the farm and 
school. Messrs. Parker ang Tomhave 
went with us, and it was in two old 
Russian droschkies which were strand- 
ed here by the war that we galloped 
through the wide streets of Mukden 
and out into the country. On our way 
we passed much farm produce coming 
into the city. There were grea; loads 
of sorghum seed hauled in Chinese 
carts piled high with bags of soy 
beans. Now and then we passed a4 
grain shop where millet and sorghum 
seed were set out for sale in round 
basket bins the size of a hogshead, and 
again went by men and animals bring- 
ing bean stalks and sorghum cane into 
the city for fuel: As we did so Pro- 
fessor Parker remarked: 

“That is one of the curses of Man- 
churian farming. These people skin 
the land of its natural fertilizers, Every 
cornstalk, every bean vine and every 
weed is “saved for fuel.° Even the 
stubble of the sorghum is pulled up 
by the roots by the poor people, who 
are allowed to go over the fields after 
the crop is harvested. They’ pull every 
stalk. leaving Mother Earth naked and 
the land as bare as your hand. This 
has been done from generation to gen- 
eration. and notwithstanding all this 
the soil is still rich. 

Among the Farms. 


We drove about a mile from the 
hotel before. we reached the city wall. 
This is thirty feet high. It has a great 


gate on the side of the town near 
which the farm lies. We wound our 
Way out through this, and.then went 
perhaps two miles further, passing 
many low tiled houses, until we 
reached the mud wall which incloses 
the suburbs. We were soon in the 


country and in the midst of such farm- 
ing as is common in central Manchuria. 
The fields have no rences, and their 
boundaries are marked only by stones. 
The roads which cut their way right 
through the farms i!00k more like 
ditches than roads, and turn this way 
and that across country. Now our 
droschky was tilted at an angie of 
forty-five degrees, and now we bounced 
high as we went over the drains cross- 
ing the roadway. We frequently passed 
between grat ditches, and I was told 
that the farmers dug them to keep the 
traffic from cutting out into the fields 
and desroying their crops. 

I asked where ‘were the houses and 


* 


itself. The Manchus do not live on 
their farms. They herg together in 
villages of mud houses, and go out to 
the fields. There are no barns, fn our 
sense of the word; and neither hay nor 
straw stacks. About some of the set- 
tlements one sees ricks of sorghum 
cane an d piles of bean stalks. Sua 
Stuff is ofteh corded up on the roofs 
and sometimes against the walls. 

This stuff is not intended for food. It 
is the wood and: coal of the farmer. 
All the heating of the home is done 
by the kang. a sort of a ledge two 
feet high which fills one part of a 
room, and which has a series of flues 
beneath it. These flues are heated by 
the kitchen fire. A little bundle of 
straw or corn stalks will send the 
flames running through the flues and 
‘make the brick ledge quite hot. It is 
upon this ledge that the farmer's fam- 
ily sit during the daytime, and there, 
sprawled out side by side, they sleep 
at night. The houses are almost all 
small, but many have outbuildings 
which are used for the donkeys and 
ponies. 

The Orchids of Manchuria. 

Among the villages, rising high over 
the houses, are many ragged trees filled 
with great great bunches of ‘what I at 
first thought were crows’ nests. Every 


,tree we saw was full of such nests; 


and I asked Director Chan as to the 
birds which made them. He replied: 

“Those are not. nests; they are 
bunches of mistletoe, an air plant 
which grows all over Manchuria. You 
will find thousads of such bunches in 
every part of the country. They are 
very destructive, and are even worse 
for the trees than are the orchids of 
tropical climes. Indeed,. they are the 
orchids of Manchuria.”’ 

Coming closer, I ha@ a chance to ex- 
amine these trees. The mistletoe 
bunches are scattered al] over them, 
and their yellow and red berries may 
be seen shining out of the green. No 
rosy-cheeked American belle would 
dare to wander about in Manchuria 
She would be under the mistletoe haif 
of the time, and her lips would surely 
wear out. 

At another place we 
Srain stack to watch the farmers 
thresh out the sorghum seed. They 
took the canes from the stack and cut 
off the heads and laid them on a 
threshing floor. A stane roller, hauled 
by a mule, was then driven round and 
round over the seeds until they were 
crushed off the stalks. The refuse was 
then winnowed in the wind and the 
stalks were pileq un for fuel. Before 
the seed is ready for food it must be 
again ground to get off the hulls. Sor- 
ghum grain is the staple diet of the 
Manchu. It is the rice, wheat, corn 
and meat of the people. The grain 
grows everywhere, and that on stalks 
twice as high as a man. Indian corn 
gSTrows equally well. 


Manchuria’s New Farm School. 


Passing onward through scenes like 
these we at last reached the school. It 
consists of a number of one-stéry brigk 
buildings surrounding a large court, in 
which is a beautiful garden. The build- 
ings are devoted to the classrooms, 
laboratories and dormitories of the 
students. They are well built, and in- 
deeq would be quite respectable in any 
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of America. There are rooms for abcte- 
riological work and plant breeding; 
and the lecture halls are equipped with 
maps and diagrams such as are used 
in the United states. At present fT 
one-half of the instructors are Chi- | 
nese, some of whom have been edu- 
cated in America. The other half are 
Japanese, the latter having been 
chosen through the pressure exerted 
by the Japanese consul at Mukden. 


Tartar Boys Learning Farming. 


After a cup of tea, Director Chan 
called in the commandant in charge of 
the school, and asked him to put the 
boys through their drill in our honor. 
He did so. There were altogether 150. 
ranging in age from 16 to 20. The older 
students are big burly fellows, and as 
they come forth, dressed in their wuni- 
forms, they looked strong enough to 
cope with almost any problem, military 
or farming: At the command of their 
leader they went through a series of 
gymnastic exercises with as much skill 
as I have seen in the Japanese schools. 
and in thefr marching they exhibited 
the goose step after the most improved 


manner of the Germany infantry. I un- 
derstand that a military drill is now 
taught in all the modern schools about 
Mukden, so that the educated Man- 
chus will be a nation of wel! trained 
soldiers. 

Director Chan tells me that the boys 
are greatiyv interested in their work. 
They enter the college for five years. 
having a preparatory course of two 


course in the academy proper. They 
are not charged for tuition or board. 
and the matter of entrance is largely 
by the favor of the officials. Their 
education is patterned after the short- 
course schoals of America,: with the 
idea that the institution will soon be 
advanced to the grade of a first-class 
agriculture] college, in which instruc- 
tion will be given by American pro- 
fessors. 


The Mukden Experimental Farm. 


Leaving the school, we took a strol) 
over the farm. This comprises about 
300 acres of as good soil as any in 
southern Ohio. It has upon it mulberry 
plantations to raise leaves for the silk 
worms of a department to be started 
next year. The trees are growing well. 
and, as wild silk is already produced 
in southern Manchuria Director Chan 
thinks that an industry furnishing 
good silk may be founded. In another 
part of the farm*I was shown orch- 
ards of native fruit trees, together 
with several hundreds of apples, pears. 
peaches and other trees from the United 
States. There were walnuts from Cali- 
fornia and grapevines from a nursery 
on Long Isiand sound. All seemed to 
thrive. 

The farm is experimenting on wheat. 
tobacco and cotton, as well as on other 
vegetables and grains. It is raising 
Sugar beets which are 18 per cent. 
sugar. This is 3 or 4 per cent. more 
than Germany’s crop, and it is thought 
that the Manchurian market mav he 
eventually supplied by the home-grown 
material. The difficulty is that the 
people prefer a cane sugary, and that 
unrefined. 


Stock Breeding. 


Mukden authorities are  at- 
tempting the breeding of fine stock. 
They have several Ayrshire and Short- 
horn cows and bulls, and are crossing 
them with the native cattle. They wil! 
try to breed better horses, and to im- 
prove the native hog. 

Mr. Parker tells me that the chief 
cattle in this part of the world now 
come from Mongolfa. The natives use 
the wild’ ,prairie sandy uplands as 
grazing grounds, and also the low al- 
luvial soils farther down. They breed 
their cattle in central places where 
the bulls are kept. and when they have 
a goodly flock drive them from place 
to place to find pasture. During this 
time their homes are round tents of 
hide, which they can set up or take 
down as they please. When the cattle 
are ready for the market they driva 
them to the Russian or Manchurian 
cities for sale.

Viadivostock takes 
considerable meat, and there a 
packing plant there with ammonia- 
coolers and concrete floors. About five 
thousand cattle are consumed a month 
at Harbin, and droves are sent over- 
land to Blagovestehensk on the Amoor, | 
and also to other Russian stations 
with large military forces. 
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about through the mud and filth, eat- 
ing all sorts of vile stuff. As a re- 
sult, they are black-bristled, big- 
stomached, small-hammed, hungry- 
looking animals. They are much like 
our razor-backs, but their fiesh is by 
no means so good. They are very 
prolific, having from twelve to four- 
teen pigs at a litter, and by cross 
breeding might be turned into excel- 
lent stock, 

As the result of long conversations 
with @essrs. Parker and Tomhave, 
and from my own travels over Man- 
ehuria, I am forced to the conclusion 
that one of the greatest and most 
valuable sections of undeveloped farm 
lands of the world lies right here. 
The whole of Manchuria has a climate 
and soil fitted for good cultivation, 
and it will raise inconceivable sup- 
plies of wheat, corn and all sorts of 
hafdy grains. The soll of the greater 
part of the province is just like the 
prairies of the Mississippi. valley. 
Much of it compares well with the 
best parts of the wheat belt of Cana- 
da, and not a little in its fertility will 
surpass that of the Red river: valley. 
The country has some .mountainous 
regions, but there are wide valleys 
and rolling plains, so rich that they 
need to be only tickled with the plow 
to laugh with the harvest. 

The southern half of Manchuria is 
now fairly well settled. Above Muk- 
den the farms are widely scattered and 
there are huge areas of government 
land which the authorities are think- 
ing of throwing open to immigrants. 
The two American agricultural (ex- 
perts tell me that they have traveled 
for days over land as rich as that of 
any part of America, wh.ich is going 
to waste. They say the farming 
methods are so crude that if employed 
in the United States they would pro- 
duce practically nothing. Neverthe- 
less, the Manchurian land yields from 
thirty to fifty bushels of sorghum 
seed per acre, and twenty bushels of 
wheat. It produces about fifty bushels 
of corn, and with improved seed and 
cultivation similar to ours it would 
probably yield as much maize on the 
average as as the corn belt of the 
United States. 


Where the Wheat Is Hoed. 


All crops here are planted in rows, 
just as we plant corn or potatoes. The 
rows are about eighteen inches apart 
and the land is thrown up in furrows 
each year. In the spring the grain is 


sown with the hand in the old fur- 
rows of the year preceding, and the 
plow is then run along the sides to 
cover it. It is then trampled down 
by the feet of the farmers, and is 
plowed again and again throughout 
the summer. In this way the grain 


has to start from hard ground, which 
its roots cannot easily ‘ penetrate. 
Nevertheless, the crops are good. In 
most places the grain is kept weeded, 


and Minnesota put together. 


and in not a few wheat and millet are 
hoed as we hoe cotton. 

A curious feature of the farming’ 
is that the rows are never plowe 
straight... They wind their way ove: 
the fields with all the regularity ce. 
the undulations of a marcel wave. The, 
are perfectly parallel and beautifuli: 
winding, but never straight. Upon m. 
asking a Tartar farmer why this was 
he replied that one could get mor: 
grain from a field of crooked row:

An Agricultural Empire. 


Few people have any idea of the ex- 
tent of these rich lands of Manchuria 
The country is enormous, and at pres- 
ent not one-fifth of it is under cultiva- 
tion, and that fifth is not half farmed. 
Manchuria. all told, covers more area 
than ten states the size of Indiana. It 
has more ground than Germany and 
France, and you could put the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land into one-half of it, and there 
would be lots of room around the edges. 
It is bigger than ali New England, 
Delaware, Virginia, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and South Carolina com- 
bined. It is more than twice as big as 
Japan, and bigger than the states of 
Ohio, Indiana, lowa, Illinois. Wisconsin

The soy bean does not grow at its 
best in our country above the cotton 
belt. Here in Manchuria it thrives in 
such latitudes as St. Paul and Winni- 


peg, and it is raised in great quanti- | 


ties. 
They are producing tobacco here as 


far north as Canada, and the experts of 
the American Tobacco Company #ay 
that if it were properly grown 
tobacco would be as good as that of 
Virginia. It is believed that the south- 
ern part of Manchuria will produce 
cotton, sO that altogether this is po- 
tentially one of the richest lands upon 
the earth. That it is not so today 
is largely due to bad government, bad 
transportation and ignorant farming, 


all of which evils will probably be 
remedied in the not distant future.

plaintiff. At the date of the separa- 
tien of plaintiff and defendant, plain- 
tiff was not in broken health, but 
was in better health than she had 
been for many years. 

5. In answer to paragraph 5 de- 
fendant says that plaintiff at the 
time of her marriage lived with her 
father and invalid mother. Plaintiff's 
parents were people of means, and 
gave plaintiff good opportunity for 
education and culture. So far as books 
went, however, plaintiff took but lit- 
tle advantage of her opportunities for 
education. She neglected serious study, 
but devoted herself to reading light, 
trashy novels. Such reading Was 
forbidden her by her parents, but she 
persisted im reading them late at 
night, frequently by the city electric 
lights after the lights in her cham- 
ber had beén extinguished for the pur- 
pose of forcing her to rest and sleep. 
To such an extent did she impose 
upon her eyes in such reading that 
her health was greatly injured, and 
the authority of a physician was used 
to cause her to cease such reading. 

It is not true that plaintiff knew 
but little of the world at the time of 
her marriage with this defendant. She 
had lived much of her time in boarding 
houses and hotels at different places. 
She had received company and had 
had suitors for several years before 
her marriage. She had traveled ex- 
tensively in this country and in Euv- 
repe. She was the only child of her 
parents, and while she was innocent, 
she wisfarfrom being wunsophisticat- 
ed. She was far more world-wise than 
the vast majority of women of her 


6. In answer to paragraph 6 de- 
fendant says that it is untrue that 
this defendant after his marriage with 
piaintiff showed any characteristics 
which coulg be reasonably and fairly 
repulsive to her. Plaintiff did mot 
marry the defendant in haste, but aft- 
er he had visited her for years, and 
nightly for more than three months 
before the marriage. Rigid investiga- 
tion was made by the plaintiff and 
Atlanta and in 
Madison, Georgia, and from such in- 
vestigation the character and charac- 
teristics of this defendant were well 
known to plaintiff and her parents. 
After a rigid investigation and scrut- 
ihy, the parents of plaintiff willingly 
accepted the defendant as their son- 
in-law, and insisted as,a condition of 
the marriage that he should live with 
and become one of their family until 
their death. 

7. The allegations of paragraph 7 are 
denied. The charges therein made are 
an afterthought, born of the exigen- 
eies of this divorce suit. Plaintiff 
made no suggestion of regret at her 
marriage, nor expressed any dissatis- 
faction of her choice of a companion. 
Plaintiff's father, without protest from 
the plaintiff herself, in 1896 said, in 
her presence, that while he haq pre- 
ferred another suitor for defendant's 
wife, that he was then entirely satis- 
fied with defendant as a son-in-law. 
He urged that defendant give up his 
then dry goods business, go into the 
bank of which plaintiff's father tt 
president, and fit himself for takin 
the place of plaintiff's father at the 
head of the bank, which defendant 
thereafter refused to do. 

-That the allegations of this para- 
graph are utterly worthless is made 
evident by the letters of plaintiff 
quoted from in this answer. 

8. The allegations of paragraph 
are denied. 

It is not true that on the bridal 
tour, and the next day after the mar- 
riage, the plaintiff and defendant 
reached New York dusty, tired, weary 
and warm with travel. Nor is it true 
that so soon as their room was 
reached at the hotel in New York 
, that defendant, before giving the

It is mot true that during all 
this time the defendant was selfish, 
inconsiderate, rude, 
and utterly wanting in any feeling for 
this plaintiff. 

It is true that while he and plaintiff 


lived at Washington street defendant [ 


did not pay board as such, but it ts 
not true that he never offered nor 
suggested the propriety of doing so. 
Nor is it true that he, during that 
time, paid no expenses of any sort. , 

One of the conditions of defendant's 
marriage with plaintiff, made with 
her father. was that ne was to live 
with plaintiff’s parents as one of their 


{family until their death. 


Defendant did suggest and offer to 
the father of plaintiff. that he pay 
board, but this offer and suggestion 
on the part of defendant was refused, 
and that plhintiff’s father: insisted 
that. he should live as one of the fam- 
ily and without the payment of board. 

At the date of defendant's marriage 
he was a@ man of small means, and 
his whole capital, which was small; 
was invested in a dry goods business. 
Plaintiff and her father understood 
that. Plaintiff’s father, who was a 
man of large means, explained to de; 
fendant that by reason of his part- 
nership it would be difficult for him 
to aid him in business, but that by 
taking defendant and his wife to live 
as one of the family in his home he 
could be of substantial financial ad- 
vantage to him. 

Defendant and plaintif? thus lived 
with plaintiff's parents for some 
months after their marriage, the par- 
ents of plaintiff conducting the house- 
hold, plaintiff and defendant living 
with them as their children, Some 
months, however, after their ° mar- 
riage there arose differences between 
plaintif? and her mother, and by rea- 
son of this disagreement it was agreed 
that plaintiff’ take charge of the 
house, keep the same, and that her 
father and mother should live with 
her, her father paying $110 towards 
the expenses of the household, and 
allowing plaintiff $50 per month for 
her personal expenses. 

This arrangement was kept up for 
the most part until the death of 
plaintiff's mother and the marriage of 
plaintif’s father. The household con- 
sisted of plaintiff, plaintiff’s parents, 
and defendant, and the household ser- 
vants. The $110 per month furnished 
by plaintif’s father was used, so far 
as it would ge, in conducting the ex- 
penses of the establishment; whatever 
was lacking was met by this defend- 
ant. That the $11@ would not meet 
the expenses of the establishment 
is readily seen when it is remembered 
that in addition to the support of the 
four persons the home was a large one, 
expensive to keep, that carriages and 
horses and servants were maintained, 
and the style of living kept up com- 
mensurate with the wealth and social 
position of plaintiff’s father. 

This arrangement as to housekeeping 
and the expenses thereof, except for 
a short time when plaintiff's parents. 
by reason of disagreement with: her, 
left their home and boarded at the 
Kimball house, continued until the 
marriage of plaintiff's father in 
1896. Thereafter the whole household 
expenses, improvements, repairs and 
taxes of the home were met by this 
defendant. 

As is herein alleged, defendant's 
whole capital at the time of his mar- 
riage consisted of not more than nine 
thousand dollars, and was invested in 
the dry goods business, and under an 
arrangement with his partners he was 
permitted to draw out only $75 per 
month for living expenses. 

The next year after the marriage 
with plaintiff was a year of panic and 
financial ruin. During that panic de- 
fendant’s firm was in sore financial 
straits, and to such an extent did it 
go that it was reported, through mer- 
ecantile agencies, that the firm had fail- 
ed. This financial situation of the de- 
fendant was well understood by plain- 
tiff, and she then fully sympathized 
with his position, and she did not de- 
mand nor did she wish large expendi- 
tures to be made in her behalf. 

At that date of the marriage of 
plaintiff and defendant, plaintiff had a 
small separate estate of her own from 
which she derived considerable income. 
and her father, fn pursuance of his de- 
sire to aid the defendant, made her 
an allowance of $50 per month. The 
income from her estate and this al- 
lowance was more than abundant to 
meet what was then the simple tastes 
of plaintiff; and plaintiff, desiring to 
aid the defendant, did use to a large 
extent, in meeting her personal ex- 
penses, this income and this allowance. 
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MET ALL EXPENSES. 


It is not true that defendant 
during these years did not meet 
any of the expenses of his wife. 
Everywhere and at all times he 
met the wants and wishes of his 
wife in every particular, and no 
complaint was ever made at that 
time nor since, until the filing of 
this petition, that this defendant 
in any particular fell short of his 
financial duty to hig wife while 
they lived at Washington street. 
If she ever had it in her heart 
to complain of the defendant in 
that particular while, they lived 
at Washington street, she scru- 
pulously kept it to herself. 

Indeed, it wag the wish of de- 
fendant that he and plaintiff 
move from Washington street 
during the life of their parents 
and establish a home of their 
own. Defendant urged plaintiff 
to move from the Washington 
street home and establish a home 
for herself to be kept and main- 
tained at defendant's expense, 
but plaintiff declined to do 80, — 
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10. It is true that plaintiff’s father 
gave her an ailowance of $40 per 
‘m which Was used largely for ex- 
penses for clothing; but {it is not true 
that the defendant paid none of her 
expenses and paid nothing for hér 
clothes. As stated above, plaintiff's 
father, with the sanction and approval 
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of defendant, did desire to give to this! 
defendant substantial 


financial aid, and 
explained to this defendant that for 


that purpose he would Take an allow-: 


ance to def ‘wife. Plaintiff! un- 
psig appreciated arid approved this 
This aitoduues of § $60 per month was

account was overdrawn this defendant 
wade it up. 

It is not true, Sine ales, that this de- 
fendant paid none of the expenses of 
plaintiff. On the contrary, many of 
the current expenses of plaintiff, nec- 
essarily daily occurring and difficult 
to enumerate, were at all times will- 
ingly and gladly met by this defendant. 
During the time this arrangement 
continued this defendant never heard 
any ¢omplaint from plaintiff nor 
from plaintiff's father. During all the 
years plaintiff and defendant lived at 
Washington street. plaintiff never made 
the slightest complaint that this de- 
fendant was not doing by her his full 


financial duty. 

11. Defendant was, while they lived 
on Washington street, in business on 
Whitehall street, and was the senior 
member of the firm of Douglas, Thomas 
& Davison. The firm did considerable 
business, and was part of the time 
fairly successful. 

The matter of clothing and board is 
explained above. 

It is not true that defendant aid ced 
tiff's expenses of any character what- 
soever, except occasionally upon some 
little holiday occasion. Nor is it true 
that he never gave plaintiff anything 
except trinkets of smal! value. In 1904 
defendant gave plaintiff seg! ne 

The marriage of plaintiff's father 
1896 greatly offended plaintiff, and 
there was immediately @ violent ¢s- 
trangement between them. As @& a cae 
the allowance by her father was cut © : 
and thereafter while they lived — 
Washington street this defendant on 
every money demand of plain . 
Plaintiff had an estate of her own, 
and frequently used it to meet — 
wants, but any deficiency was met Dy 
this defendant, and at no time enn? 
they lived at Washington street di 
this defendant fail to meet any finan- 
cial wish of the plaintiff. 

No compaint was made at the time, 
nor was any complaint made since, un- 
til the filing of this petition, that this 
defendant did not do his full financial 
duty to the plaintiff while they lived 

at Washington street. That no com- 
plaint was made, and that they were 
living in happiness while at Washing- 
ton street, is put beyond doubt by the 
quotations from letters in this answer 
set out. : 

12. The allegations of paragraph 12 
are denied as they there stand stated. 

In the year 1893 plaintiff was un- 
fortunate enough to have a miscar- 
riage, and soon thereafter was forced 
to undergo a painful surgical operation 
which nearly cost her life. Plaintiff's 
mother gave her $100 to be used to- 
wards paying the expenses of physi- 
cians, medicines, etc. Plaintifg put 
this $100 to her credit in defendant’s 
store, and defendant himself met all 
the expenses of both her sickness, doc- 
tors’ bills, medicines, and everything 
else; and during the whole of their 
residence on Washington street de- 
fendant met all the doctors’ bills, medi- 
cal bills and other such expenses of 

intiff. 

Sana the years that plaintiff and 
defendant resided at Washington street 
it was the custom of this defendant to 
make two trips each year to the city 
of New York, for the purpose of pur- 
chasing goods, and upon each trip 
spending considerable time in that city. 
It was the custom of plaintiff to go 
with defendant and stay with him 
while on these purchasing trips. Plain- 
tiff enjoyed making these trips, and 
seemed to enter heartily into the pur- 
chasing of the stocks of goods. 

During those years defendant was 
struggling to build up the business in 
the, city of Atlanta, and a part of the 
time his business was in precarious 
condition. The plaintiff understood 
that, and at that time fully sympa- 
thized with him in all his — and 
struggles. 

The defendant cannot now remem- 
ber whether plaintiff paid any of her 
expenses on these various trips to the 
city of New York, but he thinks it 
most likely that she did pay some of 
her expenses, for during that time 
each was deeply interested in all that 
concerned the other, and if plaintiff 
had funds that she could easily spare 
towards part of these traveling ex- 
penses most likely she paid some of 
them. But defendant. asserts that 
during those years she never unwil- 
lingly paid a single dollar of expense, 
and every dollar paid by her was not 
paid because the defendant refused 
and was unwilling to pay, but because 
out of her estate she was willing and 
anxious to aid defendant in his strug- 
gles to make successful his mercantile 
enterprise. 

At that time there was no complaint 
on the part of plaintiff that defendant 
was not doing his full duty towards 
|plaintiff. It was the custom of de- 
fendant to meet her every want, and 
when she met her own expenses from 
her own estate rather than having 
them paid by defendant she did so of 
her own accord, and did so willingly 
for the purpose of aiding and advanc- 
ing the welfare of defendant, and with. 
no thought or suggestion that the de- 
fendant was not willing to meet any of 
her demands. 

Indeed, during those years the wants 
of plaintiff were extremely simple, and 
it was the custom of defendant to fur- 
nish her every comfort that she de- 
sired. 

There was then no complaint that de- 
fendant was picayunish in paying 
Street car fares or anything else, and 
the declaration in the petition in this 
case furnished to him the first inti- 
mation that he was. 

13, The allegations of paragraph !3 
are denied. It is not true that when 
Plaintiff bought anything at the store 
of defendant she was compelled to pay 
for it out of her own. pocket at the reg- 
ular price charged other customers. 
For years plaintiff's father pald her 
an allowance, as above stated, and that 
allowance was deposited at the store. 
* 1 In addition,. after ‘the father’s allow- 
ance had been cut off, this defendant. 
for a considerable time, furnished to 
plaintifff an allowance of $50- per 
month, and this allowance, white it 


lasted, was deposited to her credit at 
the store. In addition to this allow- 
ance s0 credited, plaintif£ had a con- 
siderable sum ‘of money which she

The allowance of $50 per month made 
by defendant to plaintiff, was after- 
wards discontinued at the request of 
plaintiff for the reason, as stated by 
her, that she’ did not wish to be Mm- 
ited to $50: This request was granted, 
the allowance was discontiuued, and no 
limit was made to her expenditures on 
the part of ang out of the fund~ of this 
defendant. 

14. The allegations of paraaranh 14 
are denied, Defendant was not oblivious 
of his objigations as a husband, he did 
not lack the tender and finer qualities; 
nor did he fail to fee] the law's obli- 
gation of support. 

Defendant asserts that during the 
time in this paragraph. referred to, he 
fulfilled his obligations as a husband. 
He was careful of plaintiff's feelings; 
was watchful of her {nferesfs; and was 
subservient to all her wishes. The 
question of support has been answered 
above. “When plaintiff was sick, the 
defendant watched by her bedside, and 
employed trained nurses and the best 
physicians in Atlanta. 

15. The allegations of paragraph 15 
are denied as they there stand stated. 

It was the custom of plaintiff to go 
north with defendant when he went to 
purchase goods for the store, and it is 
true that from time to time he got free 
ooo for the trip; but it»ig not true 

hat whenever any expense, however 
small, was incurred, that plaintiff had 
to pay it out of her own pocket; nor is 
it true that if defendant should happen 


collect it out of the plaintiff after- 
wards. The question of expense with 
reference to these trips has already 
been referred to above. 


to pay any expense he endeavored to; 


defendant -on these trips; she was integ. 
ested in defendant’s business; and it 
Save both. plaintiff and defendant 
pleasure to make the trips together; 
and defendant was glad to have her 
aid and comfort while he was purchas- 
ing stocks of goods. Whatever ex- 
pense she paid upon these trips was 
paid by her willingly, and because o: 
her desire to aid her husband in his 
business, At no time was there 
ever any demand by this de- 
fendant that plaintiff should pay 
anything. The custom of this 
defendant was to pay her expenses, 
and whatever expenses she paid were 
paid out of her income freely and will- 
ingly, and this defendant has learned 
from this petition for the first time 
that there was ever any complaint that 
upon these trips that he did not act 
uprightly, justly and generously. 

16, It is true that during the 
World's Fair {n 1893 plaintiff was anx- 
ious to visit it. Defendant was not 
then a man‘of considerable means, and 
in his then condition could not well 
afford to give his wife the trip or to 
make the trip himself. In 1893 the 
panic was on, and defendant’s business 
Was in a precarious condition. so 
precarious was it that it became ru- 
mored upon the streets of Atlanta that 
the firm had failed. In view of the 
precarious condition of defendant's 
firm, defendant did not feel that he 
would be justified in making the trip 
to Chicago nor in paying the expenses 
incident to such a trip. 

Plaintifg fully understood that sit- 
uation, and fully sympathized with his 
condition. Plaintiff, however, had on 
hand considerable funds of her own, 
and she urgeq defendant to make the 
trip at her expense. Defendant did not 
think it. wise for the plaintiff? herself 
to go. She had shortly therebefore 
undergone quite a serious surgical op- 
eration, and upon the score of her 
health he did not think it wise for her 
to make the trip. 

Plaintif? was, however, exceedingly 
eager to go, and defendant, in spite of 
his objections as to her own heaith 
and as to his own precarious financial 
condition, finally succumbed to her 
earnest solicitations to make the trip. 

He and plaintiff did make the trip, 
and plaintiff paid the expense. It was 
an exceedingly pleasant trip to plain- 
tiff, and no complaint was made at 
the time as to payment of expenses. 

Before leaving the city of Atlanta a 
sum of money belonging to plaintiff 
was puf into defendant’s hands to 
meet the expenses of the journey, and 
defendant met the expenses of the 
journey as they accrued from time to 
time. At that time plaintiff and de- 
fendant were in full accord as hus- 
band and wife. Neither she nor he 


Plaintiff was anxious to go with the! 


thought unkindly one of the other. The 
trip was being made largely to meet 
plaintiff's wishes, and at the time it 
occurred neither party thought that 
there was anything disreputable in the 
wife’s meeting the expenses of the 
trip under the circumstances and con- 
ditions they were met. 

During the whole married life of 


plaintiff anq defendant plaintiff never 
at any time criticised the conduct of 
this defendant as to this trip. 

i7. The allegations of paragraph !7 
are denied. 

The defendant was guilty of no dis- 
reputable conduct; he did not con- 
stantly quarre]) at plaintiff, dispute | 
with her, nag at her, nor upbraid ‘her 
for spending any sums of money; nor 
is it true that hig conduct began to 
prey upon her nervous system to such 
an extent that her health began to 
break down and she began to suffer 
from nervous prostration; nor is it true 
that she began to realize that she had 
married a man whose only thought 
was of money, and whose love of it 
Was equal to that of a miser. 

Plaintiff was not strong, even as a 
girl. She had had trouble quite early 
in life that affected her nerves. She 
had a G@angerous forced miscarriage 
in 18938, and thereafter an exceedingly 
dangerous surgical operation from} 
which she barely escaped with her life. 
The operation was not entirely success- 
ful and did not relieve her of her trouble. 
In 1898 she had another miscarriage 
which seriously further impaired her 
health. These, misfortunes largely in- 
creased her natural nervousness; and 
she has ali of her married life suffered 
more or less frém indigestion, nervous- 
ness, and troubles peculiar to the 
female sex; but defendant has not 
by. his conduct brought about nor in- 
creased this nervousness, but he has at 
all times sought to save her from all’ 
/possible worry and excitement that 
would affect her nerves. He has urged 
her from time to time to take rest 
and treatment for her nervous system. 
In.the year 1907, upon his insistence, 
she went to Battle Creek, Michigan, for 
nervous treatment. Defendant asserts 


ration in 1908 her health was better 
than it had been at any time during) 
her married life. She was not in a: 
state of nervous collapse; nor was she 
in any danger of any physical disaster. 


Indeed, at the date of the separation

Detendant began his mhipled life a 
man of small means; frugality and 
economy were absolutely necessary to 
his success. Plaintiff understood and 
appreciated that situation. But this 
defendant was not niggardly nor 
miserly, and the plaintiff never claimed 
that he was, nor ever intimated to 
him that she considered him stingy or 
miserly during all the years they lived 
at Washington street, nor until long 
years afterwards, and only shortly be- 
fore the separation. And even then, 
while she complatned that he did not 
spend money as freely as she thought 
he ought, she made no claim nor pro- 
tested that he was miserly ard nig- 
gardly, 

18. The allegations of paragraph 18 
are denied. 

It is untrue that defendant developed 
no love for the plaintiff. Their cor- 
respondence will show that for years 
they lived together in perfect accord 
and in the deepest affection; and defend- 
ant never told plaintiff that he hated 
her, and such a statement by him 
would have been false; nor was his con- 
duct ever such as to show heartlessness 
towards her; never at any time did he 
deliberately and intentionally wound 
plaintiff in the slightest particular. 
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EXACTING IN NATURE 


Plaintiff is of a peculiarly ex- 
acting nature. Plaintiff did not 
wish defendant to remain in the 
dry goods business because it ab- 
sorbed so much of his time and 
detracted, from his care and at- 
tention to herself. In obedience to 
her wishes the defendant sold out 
his business in (904. Plaintiff 
could not brook the idea of de- 
fendant having any warm per- 
sonal friends, and she demanded 
that he discard them. In obedi- 
ence to her wishes defendant did 
abandon almost all of hig old 
friends. Although at one time 
deeply attached to a part of de- 
fendant’s family, plaintiff after- 
wards resented his attachment 
and regard for them as being a 
detraction from his attention to 
herself, and she demanded that 
he discardthem. At her wish he 
did for years cut himeelf off 
from the association of his own 
family. She demanded that every 
act of his, social and business, be 
reported to her, and that his 
every movement be made known 
to her, To this defendant acqui- 
esced. Indeed, during all the 
years of his married life plaintiff 
insisted that defendant should 
have no free and independent ex- 
istence, but that his whole life 
and acts, talks and affections, 
should be controlled and  coa- 
ducted by herself.

At gne time there was a subject of 
discussion between plaintiff and dc-fend- 
ant, and after it had often been discus- 
sed defendant declined to further 
discuss it, and for that reason and that 
alone plaintiff left him in a rage and 
went to her uncle in Loulsiana. The 
uncilg returned with her and asserted 
that the whole matter was a trifle: and 
defendant to end the disagreeable 
episode, humored her by a full dis-

Once in Paris when plaintiff was 
worn out and could not go sight-see- 
ing, the defendant went out with a 
guide after having told her of hig in- 
tention, and remained till 12 o’clock. 
Upon Tiis return, plaintiff was in a 
rage, abused him roundly, and an- 
nounced that she intended immediately 
to discontinue the visit and return to 
America. Shecarried out her threat, 
broke up the European visit. 
turned prematurely and by 
Ship to America. 

These are but samples of many 
transactions. Plaintiff was exceeding- 
ly exacting, and brooked no opposition. 
Defendant, for the most part, acqui- 
esced without a struggle; now and then 
struggled faintly, finally to bow to the 
domestic strain. 

19. The allegations of paragraph 
are denied. 

Never, at any time, did this defendant 
show anything but the deepest respect 
for plaintiff's mother. Never in her 
life was there a single discord between 
her and this defendant. Nor at the 
date of her déath did he do anything 
or fafl to do anything that failed to 
show his deepest reverence and re- 
spect. 

Upon the night plaintiff’s mother 
died, plaintiff was in hysterics. This 
defendant did everything he could to 
calm and comfort her. No complaint 
Was ever made by plaintiff's father 
in his Mfetime, nor by this plaintiff, 
that defendant did anything at the date 
of plaintiff’s mother’s death that 
showed anything except tenderness, 
kindness and deepest reverence for the 
memory of her mother. 

Until the filing of this petition this 
defendant has never imagined that the 
plaintiff had the least complaint 
against him with reference to his con- 
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duct towards her mother, elther during 


her life or at the time of her death. 
20. In answer to paragraph 20, this 
defendant says that plaintiff was never 
of a robust constitution, and she was at 
all times of @ nervous temperament, 
the spoiled child of wealthy parents. 
But it is untrue that the incessant 
nagging; selfishness and quarrelsome- 
ness of this defendant broke down her 
nervous system. The allegation that 
defendant ig a nightmare, a horrible 
Specter, is but an afterthought, born 
of the needs of this suit; nor did any 
thought of her future, spent in com- 
pany wth the defendant, prey upon 
plaintiff's nerves or drive her mad. 
Plaintiff? had physical difficulties 
when a girl, that made inroads upon 
her nervous system. She unfortunately 
forced to miscatry, and immediately 
thereafter: had a nervous ahd an un- 
successful surgical operation, which 
further #mpaired her nervous system. 
In [898 she had another serious mis- 
carriage, which made further inroads 
wuporm her nervous condition: an* from 
that date until the date of this petition, 
plaintiff had suffered with indigeation 
and with female disorders that largely 
affected her nervous system. But it id 
untrue that plaintiff's condition is the 
result of any conduct of this defendant, 
but it is the result of female organic 
troubles extending through a long se- 
ries of years beginning before 
plaintiff's marriage with | 
ant, and continuing, more or less, 
to ‘this hour. -Nor is ‘it han 
that plaintiff's physical’ cond 
is worse now than it has been Se 
years past; indeed, at the date of the 
separation, she was ete at in better 
condition than she w t the mar : 
plaintiff and a i

21. In answer to wiithneadn 21, thie 
defendant says that planitiff did not 
take up@n herself the management of 
the house upon her mother’s death, but 
she had the management of the house 
prior to her mother’s death. ' 

Plaintiff's father did not pay a suffi-’ 
clent sum to run the house, nor did he 
pay plaintif® for that purpose $160 per 
month. He did pay her 1/10. With 
that sum, supplemented by whatever 
else wae needed by this defendant, the 
plaintiff did run the house as is above 
stated. Plaintiff's father did continue 
the $60 allowance above referred to, 
and plaintiff used it for her own per- 
sonal expenses, including clothing and 
traveling expenses; but it is untrue 
that plaintiff ever paid her doctors’ 
bills; on the contrary, all of her doc- 
tors’ bills were paid by this defendant. 
Nor is it true that at that time the 
plaintiff had no estate of her own; she 
did have an estate of several thousand 
dollars, which was loaned to the de+ 
fendant’s firm, and on which said firm 
was paying !2 per cent a year at a time 


‘When they could have borrowed the 


same funds froam.the banks at 7 per 
cent. It is not true that all thig time 
the defendant sat by and paid nothing 
whatever for plaintiff's support, main- | 
tenance or comfort, and never even. 
Suggested that he ought to do so, and | 
never even seemed to question the pro- 
priety of his conduct. 

A full statement of this whole matter 
is above set out, and this defendant as- 
Serts that the true facts, ‘set out as 
above, in no sense reflect upon this de- 
fendant. 

22. In answer to paragraph 22, this 
defendant: says that it is true that in 
1896 plaintiff’s father married again, 
and that he and his wife went to a ho- 
tel to live, leaving plaintiff and de- 
fendant at the Washington street home; 
but it is not true that plaintiff had 
inherited that home in its entirety. On 
the contrary, upon the death of her 
mother, she inherited but a half inter-! 
est in the Washington street home. and 
her father inherited the other half in- 
terest. Many years before, plaintiff's 
@randmother had loaned plaintiff’s 
father a sum of money, and when plain- 
tiff's mother died and her father 
married, plaintiff at once demanded an 
accounting with her father. She was 
greatly enraged at her father on ac- 
count of his remarriage, and by a 
threat of litigation forced her father 
into deeding her the half interest in 
the place he had inherited from 
his wife and to pay her some eight 
thousand dollars in cash. This eight 
thousand dollars was loaned to de- 
fendant’s firm, and defendant's firm 
paid interest thereon at the rate of 
twelve per cent per annum, when they 
could have borrowed money at seven 
per cent. 

From the. date of the marriage of 
plaintiff's father, until 1898, plaintiff 
and defendant did keep house together: 
but it is untrye that defendant’s con- 
duct, incredible before, was cruel be- 
yond all belief or reason from 1896 to 
1899. During said time there was not 
a single act of defendant’s that was 
incredible or cruel beyond belief or 
reason. During all that time defend- 
ant was bending his every energy to 
make the plaintiff happy, was meeting 
her every demand, and bowing to her 
every whim. At no time when they 
lived at Washington street was there /* 
any serious disagreement, and the cor- 
respondence between the parties during 
that time shows that plaintiff at that 
time had no thought that defendant 
was nagging, quarrelsome nor cruel. 

It is not true that defendant attempt- 
ed to restrict plaintiff so that she did 
not have the necessaries of life. She 
was furnished by this defendant, and 
at his expense, with servants, convey- 
ances, with food and with raiment, and 
that in abundance. There was never 
a suggestion during all the time they 
lived at Washington street that this 
defendant did not provide liberally and 
freely for every want of plaintiff. In- 
deed, since the plaintiff has lived upon 
Peachtree road, in a much more pre- 
tentious and expensive style than the 
style in which she lived at Washington 
street, plaintiff has often referred to 
how well they lived on Washington 
street and how happy and contented 
they were. 

Defendant never wilfully interfered 
with domestic concerns; nor did he 
ever quarrel and scold the plaintiff. It 
is not true that defendant insisted 
upon having not enough food upon the 
table to sustain life; on the contrary. 
the food was good and abundant, and 
no complaint until this pefition was 
filed was ever made thereabout. 

It ‘is untrue that defendant's petty 
savings and miserly conduct and sug- 
gestions were such as to beggar de- 
scription and surpass imagination. 
These allegations are drawn from the 
imagination of the pleader. 

On Washington street both plaintiff 
and defendant were living in exceed- 
ingly comfortabie, but plain style, and | 
both were content therewith. It oc- 
curred neither to plaintif€ nor defend- 
ant that at that time defendant’s con- 
duct was otherwise than wise and just 
and generous. 

23. In answer to paragraph 23, de- 
fendant says that the house at Wash- 
ington street did belong to plaintiff 
and was furnished, and that he did 
not pay the rent of the house: but it 
is not true that he did not aid in sus- 
taining the furnishing thereof. De- 
fendant did at this time make an al- 
lowance of $50 per month to plaintiff 
at her request. This continued, how- 
ever; for a comparatively short time. 
because plaintiff insisted that she did 
not wish to be limited to $50 per month,,- 
and the allowance was discontinued: 
but after its discontinuance the plain- 
tiff was allowed to make just such bills 
as she wished. No restriction was put 
upon her, and she made just such pur- 
chases as she desired. This allowance 
of $50 per month was not made be- 
cause defendant was meeting the ex- 
penses of the home, but simply at the 
request of this plaintiff. 

It is not true, however, that with this 
$66 defendant expected plaintiff to buy 
all her clothes, pay all of.her doctors’ 
billsand medical_expenses and to meet 
every other personal expense. Defendant 
@t all times paid ail of plaintiff’s doc- 
tors’ bills and her medical expenses, and 
she used only such part of the $60 al- 
lowance for the purchase of clothes 
and the payment of traveling expenses 
as she desired. No limit at this time 
was put upon the expenditures of 
plaintiff. 

It is not true that defendant’s con- 


and impaired condition of plaintiff's 
health. It is not-true that whenever 
any bill was sent to the house for the 
veriest, necessity of life the. defendant 
| scrutinized the same with a  micro- 
Ria gaze and criticised in the most 

signe ny harsh manner every ex-. 


sich allegations. Plaintifr s at all tiuiell & 
had a repugnance to figures, and it 
was at her earnest and repeated re- 
quests that defendant took upon him- 
self the burden of examining the bills 
of housekeeping and paying the same: 
but he never criticised each purchase 
of plaintiff, nor did he insist that this 
and that ought to be left off, and this 
and that decreaséd: Plaintiff bought 
just what she wished, and defendant. 
as a courtesy and to aid her, examined 
the bills and paid them. 

It is not true that defendant dis- 
Played no thought or consideration for 
Plaintiff; nor that his God was the 
Saving and hoarding of money. Nor is 
it true that defendant was unwilling 
for plaintiff to put sufficient food upon 
the table to do more than actually sus- 
tain life in a feeble way. 

Defendant was at all times thought- 


ful of plaintiff, and governed his con-” 


duct during all their married Hfe by 
her demands. Defendant during this 
time was not rich, but he was net 
miserly nor stingy; his family was fur- 
nished good food and that in abund- 
ance, and there was never any petty 
miserly savings, nor any criticisms nor 
restrictions as to food, and this peti- 
tion gives defendant the first intima- 
tion that the plaintiff ever entertained 
any such opinion during their stay at 
Washington street. 

24. The allegations of paragraph 24 
are denied. 

it is not true that when the towels. 
napkins, sheets and pillow cases, rugs 
and other furnishings of the house be- 
Zan to wear out and become unpre- 
sentable and unfit for use, that de- 


fendant refused to replace them with, 


new ones and insisted that they were 
good enough. Nor is it true that finel- 
ly. when absolute necessity compelled 
the buying of some new article that 
defendant wished. to buy the same of 
such cheap and inferior grade that it 
Was not fit to be put in the house. Nor 
is it true that defendant would make 
it necessary for plaintiff, out of the 
allowance of $50 which defendant paid 
her, to supplement whatever defendant 
was willing to pay with money from 
her allowance so that the two might 
be added together to buy an article 
fit for use. Nor is it true that de- 
fendant would force plaintiff, by his 
disposition to buy inferior goods, to 
Supplement the price of everything 
brought to the house out of her allow- 
ance. 

During the period they lived at the 
Washington street house, defendant 
met all the expenses of the house and 
all the living expenses of the family. 
maintained a carriage and horges, paid 
the servants, replaced the furniture 
when replacement was necessary; he 
wired and repainted the house, install- 
ed electric lights therein, and kept it 
in repair, paid the taxes and met any 
and all expenses in. connection with the 
keeping of the house and the _ re- 
pairing of the home. Never until this 
petition was filed was any complaint 
made by the plaintiff that he did not 
do hig full duty thereabout. 

25. The allegations of paragraph 25 
are denied. 

It is untrue that defendant's conduct 
made housekeeping unbearable. Nor 
is it true that a great part of plaintiff's 
time was taken up”in disputing with 
,defendant and explaining to him what 
was necessary in housekeeping. There 
were no disputes between plaintiff and 
defendant as to housekeeping on Wash~ 
ington street; they were there in per- 
fect accord so far aS housekeeping Was 
concerned. It is not true that de- 
fendant’s' conduct forced plaintiff to 
sell the Washington street home. De- 
fendant’s. conduct as to housekeeping 


Was never unbearable; nor did his con-— 


duct cempel plaintiff to sell the home 
on Washington street so that she could 
raise a sum of money to support_her- 
self by boarding and thus save the de- 
fendant money, 

The plaintiff was exceedingly anx- 
ious to sell the Washington street 
home and move to the north side and 
establish a home there. She not only 
sold the Washington street home will- 
ingly, but was glad to sell it, and the 
home was not sold until continuous 
effort had been made to gell it. 

When plaintif€ and defendant firgt 
went to board at the Majestic Hotel, 
the arrangement was intended to be 
oniy temporary: imdeed, rooms were 
taken which were held under lease by 


@ party out of the city for the sum-~ 


mer, with the understanding that they 
would be given up in the fall when the 
party returned. 

After plaintiff and defendant had 
boarded for a short time at the Ma- 
jestic Hotel plaintiff abandoned the 
idea of housekeeping upon the north 
side and determined to boarg at the 
Majestic. 

The change from the Washington 
Street home to the Majestic was 
not made nor advised to be made by 
this defendant for the purpose of sav- 
ing money, nor for the purpose of fur- 
nishing a sum of money with which 
plaintiff. could board herself: on 
the contrary, the change from Wash- 
ington street to the Majestic was not 
@ financial saving to defendant, but 
the increased cost of living by board- 
ing at the Majestic Hotel increased 
defendant's expenses to a considerabi» 
extent. 

No part of plaintiff's estate was ever 
used to pay for the board at the Ma- 


jestic; all of the board was at all times ~- 


paid by this defendant. 

26. In answer to paragraph 26. de- 
fendant says that plaintif€ gia sell the 
Washington. street home, broke up 
housekeeping, and moved to the Ma- 
jestic Hotel, She did so of her own 
accord, and under no improper inftu- 
ences on the part of this defendant. 
The defendant did pay the board of 
plaintiff ang defendant when they lived 
at the Majestic Hotel. It igs true that 
while they lived there that the $650 
yallowance wag withdrawn, but it was 
withdrawn at the wish and with the 
consent of plaintiff, as she did not wish 
to be limited as to thé sum she spent; 
the allowance was withdrawn, and*she. 
spent what she wished, an@ withdut 
limit, and the allegation that defendant 
gave her nothing whatever for her 
persona] expenses of any character Is 
untrue, The $50 advance was later © 
renewed while plaintiff’ was at “the © 
Majestic Hotel.

Plaintiff ang defendant Ifved at the 
Majestic Hotel from the time the 
Washington street home was broken 
up until the latter part of 1901, when 
defendant went to Charlottesville, Vir- 
ginia. It is not true that defendant 


- dia nothing more than pay the actual 


board; nor did he refuse to buy for 
plaintiff even a pair of shoes; nor did 
he refuse to pay any of her expenses 
of clothing. or doctors’ bills. On the 
contrary, defendant at all times paid 
plaintifft’s doctors’ bills. Nor is it 
true that “he refused to pay any 
of her traveling expenses. During 
this period plaintiff and defendant 
took a trip to Europe for three 
months, and defendant paid the trav- 
eling expenses. During the same time 
defendant paid the expenses of a trip 
to Florida. Defendant never, at any 
time, declined to pay the traveling ex- 
penses, and when plaintiff paid any 
traveling expenses out of her own es8- 
tate she did so of her own will, free- 
ly and voluntarily. ’ 

It is not true that at the end of 
each month defendant pored ove? the 
Bilis from the hotel, in. order to 
carefully pick out little items of a 
personal nature not included in the 
actual board bill; nor did he ever 
make plaintiff, at any time, pay any 
of these items. 

Defendant was guilty of no conduct, 
Whether deliberate, intentional, wan- 
ton, or otherwise, for the purpose of 
humiliating plaintiff, and he did not, 
at any time, humiliate her. Nor did 
G@efendant at any time seek to hu- 
miliate plaintiff by any conduct for 
the purpose of saving for himself 4 
few pennies. The allegation that de- 
fendant’s conduct preyed upon the 
nerves of plaintiff and kept her con- 
stantly in an unhealthy physical con- 
dition is untrue. 

Defendant did examine the bills for 
board and other bills and expenses in- 
curred by his wife,‘but he did this at 
her earnest request, because of her 
disinclination to be troubled with fig- 
ures and not for the purpose of sav- 
ing himself a few pennies. . 

28. The allegations of paragraph 28 
are denied. 

No repeated shocks from defend- 
ant’s conduct told upon plaintiff's 
nerves. Plaintiff, from earliest girl- 
hood, was of a nervous, excitable tem- 
perament, but she never had nor ap- 
proached nervous prostration, while 
living with defendant. 

It is true that plaintiff took a trip 
to Louisiana; but it is untrue that she 
was forced to do so to seek the protec- 
tion of her uncle. 

_In the year 1897 plairitifft had de- 
manded that defendant break all com- 
munications with a friend of iong 
standing, and to this demand defend- 
ant finally acceded; but, in spite of the 
fact that defendant had so acceded, 
plaintiff insisted, from time to time, in 
disagreeably discussing the question. 
Defendant finally declined to discuss 


it further, and because of this decli- 


nation, and for no other cause, plain- 
tiff, in a heat of passion, left the de- 
fendant to go to her uncle in Louis- 
jana. Her uncle did return with her 
to Atlanta, but he did not undertake 
to persuade the defendant to alter 
his treatment of plaintiff, so a8 te 
make it possible to live with him and 
keep her health and avoid a separa- 
tion. On the contrary, plaintiff's uncle, 
when he heard the facts, said the 
whole matter was insignificant and 
trifling, “and urged the defendant to 
take up with her and discuss’ the 
whole subject again, and under the 
wunele’s advice he dig take it up and 
discussed it with her to her heart's 
content. This agreement to rehash 
the old subject was th, only agree- 
ment defendant made, and the agree- 
ment to discuss and the discussion of 


_ this old subject was the only change 


made in defendant’s conduct, and the 
allegation that he fell back into his 
ol4 ways, if it is meant thereby to 
allege that he returned to any mis- 
treatment of plaintiff, is utterly un- 
true. 

Nor is it true that plaintiff's physi- 
eal and nervous condition grew any 
worse: plaintiff was and has always 
been more or less nervous, and has 
suffered with organic female troubles 
and chronic indigestion; but no con- 
duct of the defendant made her 
worse, and any allegation thereof is 
untrue. fe 

Plaintiff did take a trip through 
the west for pleasure, and with the 
additional incentive and hope that it 
would be beneficial to her health; but 
«no conduct of the defendant caused 
such a trip to be necessary; nor did 
his conduct in any way have a del- 
eterious effect upon her health. The 
trip was one largely for pleasure, 
taken with the defendant's’ sister. 
Plaintiff took this trip as any woman 
would teke a trip, and her correspond- 
énce shows that she enjoyed it to the 
limit. The first trip was so much en- 
joyed that plaintiff insisted on repeat-

. Plaintiff was not nervous’on ac- 


count of any conduct of the defend- 
ant, deliberate or otherwise; nor is it 
true that plaintiff's physical heaith

true that he spent the time on the 
trip to Calfornia in such cars; on the 
contrary, be spent the whole of his 
time, except part of one night *and 
possibly a part of two nights, in the 
Pullman car with plaintiff. The mere 
fact that defendant spent one night in 
this tourist car instead of in the Pull- 
man did not affect plaintiffs nerves 
or’make her sick, and to allege that 
it did so was folly. No woman, with 
sane temperament and right thoughts, 
could have been made sick under the 
cumstances. 

bas 1900 and 1901 plaintiff had become 
greatly engrossed in church work and 
in reecue work conntcted therewith. 
She attended upon the sessions of the 
church with great regularity, and drew 
heavily upon her strength and nervous 
nature in religious and rescue work. 
It was thought wise that she take a 
trip to California. Defendant was not 
himself anxious to make the trip, but 
made it at the urgent request of plain- 
tiff. , 

At the beginning of this California 
trip this defendant had retained and 
bought Pullman reservations the. whole 
way to California. The weather was 
exceedingly hot and disagreeable and 
the Pullman cars with their plush 
seats were found disagreeable and 
warm. There were in front of the 
Pullmans and forming a part of the 
train carrying the Puilmans, some 
tourist cars. They were new, indeed. 
they were making their first trip. 
They were clean, airy and exceedingly 
comfortable. Upon complaint being 
made to the conductor as to the heat 
of the Pullman, he stated that the 
tourist cars in front, being cane-seated, 
were much more comfortable than the 
Pullman; that they were new, clean 
cars, well ventilated, and that there 


| was in them practically no passengers, 


The conductor suggested that if they 
would go forward and occupy the tour. 
ist car they would find it much cooler 
and much more agreeable. 

Plaintiff was not urged to take these 
cars herself, but she did suggest to 
defendant that he try the tourist car 
and test the question of whether the 
conductor’s representations were cor- 
rect. Under this advice of the conduc- 
tor, and with the suggestion of the 
plaintiff, the defendant did, one night 
after plaintiff had herself retired in 
the Pullman, go into the tourist car 
and occupy a berth therein. The next 
morning he returned-to the Pullman 
and finished the balance of the jour- 
ney in the Pullman with plaintiff. 

This experiment with the tourist car 
was not made for the purpose of sav- 
ing money. The saving of money was 
not in the mind of the defendant, nor 
could it have been in the mind of de- 
fendant; and no adverse criticism was 
made of the fact at the time, nor after- 
wards until the filing of this petition, 
that defendant spent one night in the 
tourist car. 7 

The plaintiff was not sick, and she 
did not need the personal attention of 
any one. On the contrary, her health 
was in unusually good condition, and 
she frequently gave expression to the 
fact that she was enjoying the trip 
to the limit. She did not have her 
meals sent into the Pullman car, but 
she went into the diner, and when the 
diner was taken off she went into the 
eating houses along the line of rail- 
road. 

There was no disagreement between 
plaintiff and defendant on this trip to 
California; and not a suggestion was 
made by plaintiff then, nor since, that 
the defendant’s conduct on that trip 
was not just what it ought to have 
been, until the filing of this petition. 

30. In answer to paragraph 30 de- 
fendant says that plaintiff's uncle 
and grandmother did join plaintiff and 
himself in San Francisco, but plaintiff 
and defendant had been in California 
nearly a month before they were so 
joined. 
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DEFENDANT FURNISHES 
MONEY. 


It is not tfue that defendant 
was paying none of the traveling 
expenses of plaintiff: on the con- 
trary, he paid the whole of the 
expenses of that trip. Nor is it 
true, that. he disputed with 
plaintiff about every little item 
of expense. The expense items 
were being paid by defendant, 
and were paid without dispute or 
comment. 

Plaintiff saw in California a 
coat which struck her fancy, 
and she desired to buy it, but 
she desired to buy it not on ac- 
count of any ground of heatih, 
but simply to gratify her own 
fancy. It is not true that defend- 
ant ingisted she should not buy 
it; nor is it true that he refused 
to give her her own money with 
which to buy the coat. It is not 
true that plaintiff went to her 
uncle and thgt. her uncle in- 
sisted that this defendant give 
her the money with which to 
buy the coat. It is not true that 


the defendant became infuriated 
because plaintiff mentioned the 
matter to her uncle; nor did he 
say to plaintiff that he did not 
care to live with her any more. 
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is true that he did decline 
to continue the trip with  her- 
‘self, her uncle and her grandmother to 
Los Angeles; but it is not true that he 
deserted her and left her; on the con- 
trary, plaintiff herself left defendant 
.in San Francisco and continued on her 
journey with her uncle and grand- 
\mother. It is true that plaintiff was 
distance from home, but 
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she desired to buy it that he would 
then himself go to the shop and give 
his own check or make e financial 
arrangement that would be satisfac- 
tory to the seller. To this plaintiff 
would not agree, and demanded that 
defendant should go immediately and 
make the arrangement in advance of 
her determination as to whether she 
would or would not take the coat, and 
upon defendant’s further declining, | 
plaintiff worked herself into a great 
rage and in the presence of her uncle 
and grandmother roundly abused the 
defendant. This abuse in the presence 
of plaintiff's uncle and grandmother 
greatly humiliated defendant, and he 
did tell the plaintiff that he did not 
mean to continue the journey: further, 
and tn accordance with this determi- 
nation he remained in San Francisco. 
The plaintiff, however, without any 
apologies for her abuse, joined her 
uncle and grandmother in the Los An- 
geles trip, which extended over some 
two or three weeks. 


When plaintiff left defendant in San 
Francisco she was not in feeble health, 
nor was she sick; on the contrary, her 
health was as good as usual. During 
the whole of the time of the Cailfornia 
trip she was in excellent health. At 
no time in California did she consult 
with a physician. She suffered no 
physical discomforts until on the re- 
turn trip, as will be below explained. 

31.. It is true that plaintiff, her 
uncle and grandmother spent several 
weeks in southern California, leaving 
defendant in San Francisco. Upon their 
return east they went back to San 
Francisco, and it is true that upon 
plaintiff's return defendant did 
knock upon her door: but it is untrue 
that, upon plaintiff’s inquiring what 
was wanted, the ‘defendant express- 
ed great regret and sorrow for his 
most reprehensible conduct. Defend- 
ant did express, however, great regret 
at the scene that had taken place be- 
tween them in California, and took 
upon himself much more than his share 
of the blame. He did not, however, as- 
Sert to plaintiff that she was not at 
fault. It is also true that he was anx- 
ious to be reconciled to plaintiff, and 
for that reason made no charge against 
|her as to what had taken place prior to 
her leaving him in California. Fur- 
ther, it is true that defendant, for a 
like reason, did express a determina- 
tion to satisfy and please plaintiff for 
the future; but it is not true that de- 
fendant, in order to be reconciled again 
to his wife, did beg her to live with 
him again and to overlook whatever 
part he had in the San Francisco dis- 
agreement. It is also true that defend- 
ant did assure her that in the future 
his life would be spent in an effort to 
make her happy. But the defendant ex- 
pressed no repentance nor contrition 
at this time for any conduct gave only 
hig conduct in allowiag himself to lose 
his temper in connection with the coat 
episode in San Francisco. At that time 
he had no other cause, and only that 
cause, for repentance and contrition. 

It is true that this interview at the 
hotel resulted in a reconciliation be- 
tween plaintiff and defendant, and they 
took up again their old marital rela- 
tions. The defendant asked for and re- 
ceived from plaintiff's uncle a full 
statement of all her expenses during 


'the time she had been in southern Cali- 


fornia, and defendant paid all of these 
expenses. Defendant asserts in this 
connection that he was deeply attached 
to his wife, and greatly pained at their 
separation. 

32. In answer to paragraph 32, de- 
fendant says that the plaintiff was not 
weak and feeble, physically, when they 
made their trip east; on the contrary, 
when the trip was begun, she was in 
her usual health and spirits. Defend- 
ant’s sister was in the party, and it was 
suggested that the party stop over at 
Salt Lake City so that defendant'‘s sis- 
ter might see the city, and the whole 
party might there break the trip and 
take a rest. All hands agreed to this 
except the plaintiff; she insisted that 
no stop should be made at Salt Lake 
City, but that the stop should be made 
at Manitou. Accordingly, the stop was 
made at Manitou for the purpose of 
taking a rest. 

Defenfant discussed with plaintiff's 
uncle the question of defendant study- 
ing law, and the place where such 
study should take place. Her uncle, 
in the presence of plaintiff. urged that 
he go to the University of Virginia at 
Charlottesville, and upon the advice of 
her uncle, to which plaintiff not only 
did not object, but in which she ac- 
quiesced, defendant determined that he 
would, when he reached Atlanta, go to 
the University of Virginia and take the 
law course in that. institution. But it 
is not true that defendant told plain- 
tiff that she could take her choice be- 
tween going to Charlottesville with 
him or staying in Atlanta. On the con- 
trary, defendant was extremely anxious 
that plaintiff should go with him to 
Charlottesville and make it their home 
during the twoyears of hislaw course. 

Plaintiff had been greatly engrossed 
in religious and rescue work. She 
made it a custom to attend every sery- 
ice of the Tabernacle in the city of 
Atlanta, and during Bible conference 
meetings she would spend the whole 
day and far into the night at the 
church. She was in the habit of spena- 
ing her time, day and night, in rescue 
work among fallen women and those 
cursed with the opium and whisky 
habit. The labor and excitement of 
this religious rescue work had had its 
effect upon her nerves and her health, 
and defendant thought it would be 
exceedingly wise for her ‘to go to Vir- 
ginja and enjoy the rest and quiet 
that could be chitained ‘in that city. 
Many of the students took their wives 
to the University of Virginia and made 
it their home while the husband was 
taking his degree. Charlottesville ig 
a cultured, quiet and refined place, 


| 


}sleep on, and no comforts whatsoever, 
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rest as long as it was necessary, but 
the plaintiff was nervous, impatient 
and determined that the journey 
should proceed, . 

It is true that they traveled from | 
Manitoy to Denver in a day coach; 
the distance is seventy-five miles, and 
the day coach was used because there 
was no sleeper; the day codch furnish- 
ed the only opportunity to travel from | 
Manitou to Denver. 

Cars were changed at Denver, and 
at that place the defendant again in- 
sisted that plaintiff should rest and 
take the trip to Atlanta under more 
faverable circumstances, but again 
Plaintiff declined to lay over at Den- 
ver and insisted that the trip pro- 
ceed on to Atlanta. 

It ie not true that the defendant 
forced the plaintiff to make the trip 
in her sick and feeble condition. She 
felt that she was in sufficiently good 
health to make the trip, and she made 
it of her own accord. 

She had, however, recovered. before | 
she reached Atlanta, and it is untrue 
that she was unable to get out of her 
berth and had to be assisted. 

When they reached Atlanta plaintiff 

and defendant went te the Majestic 
Hotel. which was then their home, but 
it is not true that the defendant left 
immediately for Charlottesville, Vir- 
ginia, but he did leave for Charlottes- 
ville, Virginia, several days  there- 
afterwards, and at a time when plain. 
tif had regained her usual health. 
» 34. It is not true that when defend- 
ant left for Virginia he told plaintiff 
that it was best for her to stay in At- 
lanta until he should let her know 
when to come t Virginia. On the 
contrary, the jdiinaant urged the 
Plaintiff to go with him to Virginla, 
but plaintiff had changed her mind, 
did not wish the defendant to study 
law, and because ne  0»persisted in 
studying against her will she declined 
to go to Virginia. It is not true that 
defendant waited six or eight months 
before he wrote the plaintiff to come 
to Virginia. Defendant was at all 
times anxious for her to come, and 
when he left Atlanta he explained to 
her that he would welcome her at any 
time she would be willing to come to 
Virginia. 

Plaintiff did not finally go to Vir- 
ginia in response to any particular 
letter from this defendant, but de- 
fendant frequently urged her to come 
to Virginia, and plaintiff knew that 
she would be gladly welcomed at any 
time she would come. . 

It is true that at one time plaintiff 
did write defendant that her father 
was in feeble health, was very ill. 
Upon receiving this letten defendant 
immediately wrote plaintiff that he 
was ready atoncetocometo Atlanta if 
there was any serious condition in her 
father’s health, and this defendant 
held himself in readiness to come im- 
mediately to Atlanta, but he received 
a letter from plaintiff stating that her 
father’s condition was greatly im- 
proved and that there was no immedi- 
ate danger; that the doctors had 
stated he might live for three or 
four years, or might suffer a relapse 
at any time, and there was no neces- 
sity for defendant to come to Atlanta. 

Plaintiff dia finally write the de- 
fendant in the spring of 1902 that she 
would come to Virginia, and the de- 
fendant immediately telegraphed her 
to come on. In anticipation of her 
coming he ordered their furniture in 
Atlanta to be at once shipped to Vir- 
ginia, and began at once to make 
preparations to receive her. When 
this telegram was written and fre- 
ceived, plaintiff's father was not in a 
precarious condition. Plaintiff re- 
sponded to the telegram of defendant 
and went to Virginia. She was in no 
way restrained by her father’s condi- 
tion, for at that time it was not pre- 


oye is NO teteseee”s- Mwhen plaintiff 
reached Char. .-e8ville she found de- 
fengant quartered at a cheap, dirty, 
little lodging house, almost unfit for 
the habitation of white people; nor is 
it true that defendant had prepared for 
plaintifé an uncomfortable, ill-venti- 
lated, ill-lighted little room about J0 
by 12 feet, with a etraw mattress to 


which was several rooms away from 
defendant's room. It is not true that 
plaintiff was uncomfortable in that 
room ; nor is it true that 
it made her sick, and wrought upon 
her nerves; nor was the situation such 
as to frighten any woman of ordinary 
sensibilities. It is not true that plain- 
tiff Knew no one in the house, and had 
no one to talk to, and no one to as- 
sociate with; nor is it true that defend- 
ant only permitted plaintiff? to see 
him at meal times, and gave her no 
attention whatever, nor did the de- 
fendant, after leaving the supper table | 
at night, always bid plaintiff good 
night and inform her that he did not 
wish her about his room 4s he wanted 
to study. Mor is it true that he did 
nothing to make her life livable, or 
to entertain her, or to enable her to 
pass away the time; nor did defendant 


desire her to stay in her room, which | 


was little better than a prison, and in 
which she only had ample opportunity 
to brood over her troubles alone. 

When the defendant learned that 
plaintife was ,im fact coming to him 
at Charlottesville, he began at once to 
make preparations for her comfort and 
happiness. He telegraphed a furniture 
dealer to pack and ship to Charlottes- 
ville, at once, their furniture, at the 
Maiestic Hotel. He at once sought out 
comfortable quarters for them to. oc- 
cupy, and he tentatively agreed to 
accept rooms in the house of one of the 
prefessors. This professor was an 
@d bachelor, and the quarters select- 
ed would have been elegant and com- 
fortable. Defendant did not close the 
trade for the rooms because he wished 


understood that it was but temporary, 
te be ended so soon as their furniture 
should come from Atlanta. She ex- 
pressed no dissatisfaction with the 
situation at afl, but on the contrary 


expressed herself entirely pleased with. 


it. 

The defendant did take a room just 
across the hall from that of plaintiff. 
The room taken by him wag much in- 
ferior to the room occupied by plain- 
tiff, but it was the only room in the 
house to be obtained, and the best that 
then could be done. This room was 
selected by defendant s0 that when he 
Studied at night he could do so, without 
interfering with the rest and comfort 
of plaintiff. The plaintiff. understood the 
reason why this room was selected, 
and appreciated and approved of it. 

The arrival of the furniture was de- 
layed for several days. During that 
time the defendant spent all of his 
time, when not actually in the lecture 
with his wife, spending 
much of the time in her room, 
and he left her only when ac- 
tually engaged in lectures, which 
occupied but a short time each 
day, and after she had retired at night. 
He introduced her to the students, 
who were men of the highest charac- 
ter, intelligence, culture and refine- 
fent. He tntroduced her to such of the 
ladies as he came in contact with. 
Defendant kept a horse and buggy a* 
the University, and each day when the 
weather would permit he and plaintiff 
rode together, once or twice each day. 

Plaintif? ang defendant together ex- 
amined rooms for rent, and after look. 
ing at several the. plaintif€ ap- 
proved of the selection ten- 
tatively made by the defend- 
ant before her arrival, and the 
rooms belonging to the professor above 
referred to were rented. Before rent- 
ing these rooms plaintiff and defendant 
examined a new house for the purpose 
of renting a whole house, but they 
were unable to make the arrangement, 

Anticipating the furnishing of the 
rooms rented, plaintif€ and defendant 
went around town shopping, buying 
curtains, window shades, towels, etc. 
They were unable to find in Charilottes- 
ville just what they wished in the way 
of rugs, and defendant ordered rugs 
from New York to be sent to Char- 
lottesville upon approval. 

Plaintiff was sick at’ no time while 
she was in Charlottesville; on the con- 
trary, she was in excéllent health and 
spirits. The weather was ideal, and 
there was no possible chance for dis- 
comfort in the room occupied by plain- 
tiff; indeed, plaintif€. had spent much 
of her time with her grandmother in 
Louisiana and with defendant’s sister 
in Madison, Ga., in much less com- 
fortable quarters than she occupied 
while at Charlottesville. 

Plaintif® and defendant also can- 
vasseq the question of servants, and 
had the names of several, and i+ was 


their purpose to look up the parties | 


whose names were given and to employ 
the hest servants that could be had. 

The shipping of the furniture was 
delayed unnecessarily, and plaintiff 
spent some little time at the boarding 
house above referred to, and was there 
when the events next below referred 
to occurred. 

36. It is not true that plaintiff, 
after she had been at Charlottesville 
about. a week, saw a woman go into 
defendant’s room in a very negligee 
condition about 10 o’clock in the eve- 
ning; nor did the woman referred to 
remain three-quarters of an hour in 
defendant’s room. . 

The keeper of the boarding house 
at which defendant boarded, and where 
plaintiff?’ was temporarily remaining, 
was Mrs.’ McKay. She was descended 
from one of the best families in Vir- 
ginia; she was of irreproachable char- 
acter and standing in Charlottesville. 
She was of an exceedingly helpful and 
kindly disposition. She understood 
that plaintiff and defendant desired to 
hire servants to take charge of their 
contemplated establishment; she had 
heard of a servant that she thought 
would suit the demands of plaintiff and 
defendant. She came to defendant's 
room about 9 o’clock, and stated to 
defendant that she had heard of a serv- 
ant that she thought would be suitable 
to the wants of plaintiff; that she had 
called at plaintiff’s door, but had found 
her out, and seeing defendant's door 
open had come to report the matter to 
him. She stood for a few minutes tell- 
ing defendant of the servant’s name, 
whereabouts, and the reasons for sup- 
posing that she would be suitable ‘+o 
plaintiff's wants. The landlady. Mrs. 
McKay, was not a woman of a few 
words, and it took some minutes for her 
to explain the situation, but during the 
whole time she did not take her seat, 
defendant’s door was open, five or six 
students occupied adjoining rooms, 
they were passing to and fro in 
the hall She was not in a neg- 
ligee condition, but was dressed in 
clothes usually worn by her dur- 
ing the day when she was engaged 
in her duties as landlady. No conver- 
sation was had by this defendant and 
the landlady save only about the serv. 
ant problem, and it did not evén oecur 
to this defendant that any harm could 
be thought of the situation. 
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TREATMENT IN VIRGINIA. 

It is impossible that any ques- 
tion should have occurred to de- 
fendant about his not devoting 
attention to plaintiff. Indeed, 
since her arrival in Charlottes- 
ville he had practically devoted 
all his time to her happiness and 
comfort. He was delighted at 
her presence in Charlottesville, 
and was doing his best to make 
her stay pleasant and comfort- 
able. It is not true that he did 
not allow plaintiff to put her 
foot in his room. On the con- 
trary, she was always welcomed 
into his room, and as a matter of 
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to be suspected under the ocfrcum- 
stances. He had gone into plaintiff's 
| toom with no thought thet any objection 
would be made, and when he was s0 
harshly met it 4i¢ hurt and offend him. 

It is not true that plaintiff told de- 
fendant that he would either hav@ to 
give her an explanation or she would 
return to Atlanta in the morning, but 
after his explenation had been fully 
given she still remained in a rage, and 
stated to defendant that she meant to 
go home to Atlanta the next day, and 
no @6xplanation that defendant could 
make would satisfy her. 

Plaintif? did prepare to leave the 
house, but it is untrue that she glid so 
because defendant declined to make an 
explanation. On the contrary, In the 
most unreasonable passion, plaintiff 
declined to accept the explanation 
made by defendant. Defendant was in- 
expressibly hurt at the tone and man- 
ner of plaintiff; he did declare that 
he was unwilling for her to go back 
to Atlanta, and tried in every way to 
dissuade plaintiff from her determina- 
tion: but plaintiff insisted tn her de- 
lusion as to this landlady, and would 
listen to no explanation. 

While the landlady was in defend- 
ant’s room the plaintiff passed by his 
door, going from the bath room, and 
plaintiff? saw the landlady standing 
there with her own eyes, and plaintiff 
knew that the landlady was in no com- 
promising position. 

38. In answer to paragraph 38 de- 
fendant says that plaintiff did pack 


carry them to the depot. Defendan 
did not believe that plaintiff would go 
to the extent of going back to Atlanta 
for so foolish a reason. On the night pre- 
vious, when she asserted that she was 
going to return to Atlanta, he did not be- 
lieve that she would carry out the threat 
when she had had time for reflection. 
The next morning defendant was still 
of the opinion that plaintiff would not 
for so foolish a reason desert him and 
return to Atlanta. So certain was he 
that she would not leave that he went 
to a lecture the next morning, and to 
discourage any thought of her leaving. 
and to put as much impediment in the 
way as he fairly could, he did say that 
the trunks were not to be taken away. 
This direction not to take the trunks 
away was meant not in harshnegg, but 
in kindness, for he believed that if 
delayed, the plaintiff would not carry 
out her determination. The drayman. 
however, did take the trunks, and de- 
fendant’s directions were not obeyed. 

39. The allegations of paragraph 39 
are denied. 

Defendant did not shake his finger in 
plaintiff’s face in a violent and threat- 
ening manner when plaintiff announced 
that she intended to return home; on 
the contrary, while hurt and pained at 
the position plaintiff had taken, he 
thought it was but a momentary pas- 
sion, and he said as plainly as he 
could say in his condition, “No, you 
are not going; no, 
that:” but he showed no violence, and 
he did not threaten plaintiff; he was 
too hurt for that. Nor did he threaten 
to lock the plaintiff in her room if 
she insisted upon going; so foolish a 
threat would not have been made by 
anyone in his senses. The houseé was 
full of students of the highest charac- 
ter and standing, and it would have 
been ridiculous to talk about locking 
a woman up in a room in the midst of 
such company. 
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MINISTER FAILED. 


The defendant wWas guilty of 
no violent or cruel conduct to- 
ward his wife. His only purpose 
was to keep her from doing him 
the great wrong of deserting 
him under the circumstances and 
going back to Atlanta. 

Plaintif€ at that time was in 
her usual health, and was no 
more nervous than she had been 
for many years. She was infuri- 
ated with rage, but she was not 
nervous from sickness. . 

Plaintiff did, in spite of every- 
thing defendant could do, leave 
Cnarlottesvillie and return to At- 
lanta. The defendant not only 
exercised all his persuasion and 
ingenuity to get her to remain, 
but he called upon the Baptist 
minister at Charlottesville and

engaged his good services to the 
same end. The services of the 
minister also failed. She would 
hear no explanation, but came 
immediately back to Atlanta. 
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Neither then nor at any time 
since then has plaintiff ever suggest- 
ed to defendant that he was 
guilty of wrongdoing with this 
landlady. On the contrary, she has at 
all times conceded that he did do no 
wrong. 

40. When plaintiff reached Atlanta 
in the year 1902 she went to the 
Majestic Hotel. It is true that she re- 
ceived no support from the defendant 
of any kind until in the vear 1903. 
But this failure of the plaintiff to be 
supported by the defendant was no 
fault of this defendant. He wrote ‘her 
letters and sent her checks with 
which to meet expenses, but she re- 
turned the tetters to. him unopened 
with tbe checks contained therein. 
These checks were returned, not by 
reasoh of any cruel treatment of the 
defendartt, but by reason of the anger 
against him on account of the Char- 
lottesville incident. 

It is true that shortly after her re- 
turn from Charlottesville plaintiff's fa- 
ther died. No notice was given\this

In this interview, which resulted in’ 
the reconciliation, defendant did as- 
sure plaintiff“ of kindly and consid-' 
erate treatment for the future, ang he! 
Was earnest and sincere in what he/| 
said. He wanted a reconciliation with ' 
his wife, and he made ail honorable’! 
advances to that end. 

41. It is true that plaintiff and de- 
fendant beoame reconciled; and it is. 
true that defendant did treat plaintiff 
with consideration, 
was such as ought to have convinced 
plaintiff that it was possible for plain- 
tiff and defendant to live together in 
happiness; but it is not true that, at’ 
about the end of three months, de- 
fendant began to go back to his old’ 
ways, if, by his old ways is meant 
Such as are set out in the petition. 
ior is it true that before the year Was 
t his selfish, miserly, nagging, cruel 
and inconsiderate dispositién had be- 
Sun to assert itself, and that his con- 
duct towards the plaintiff was worse 
than ever, if, by worse than ever is 
meant the conduct in this petition set 
out. Defendant was never seifish, 
miserly, nagging, cruel and inconsid- 
erate to plaintiff, and allegations to 
that effect are untrue. 

After the reconciliation of plaintiff 
and defendant in September, 19903, 
Plaintiff? and defendant went imme- 
diately on a trip to New York, and 
there remained for several weeks, the 
expense being paid by this defendant. 
On that trip there was not a single 
jar, and plaintiff and defendant each 
were happy in their marital relations. 

Upon their return to Atlanta, plain- 
tif! and defendant took a trip to Flor- 
ida and Cuba for pleasure, and re- 
maineg there until the first part of the 
year 1904. Upon their return to At- 
lanta they went to the Aragon Hotel. 
where plaintiff was cared for and 
Supported by the defendant. 

In the spring of 1904 plaintiff and 
defendant determined to build them- 
selves a joint home on Peachtree road,: 
Plaintiff at that time was the owner. 
of a large estate, ‘ 
the value of $100,000, having largely 
inherited the same from her . father. 
Plaintiff and defendant purchased a 
lot on Peachtree road, fronting 150 
feet on that road, and began the con- 
struction of a house. And they did 
upon the lot construct a house of the 
value of some twelve thousand‘ dol- 
lars. 

Irn the building of the house, plain- 
tiff’s wishes were dominant. No mat- 
ter what suggestion defendant made, 
with reference to the building of the 
house, if her was vetoed by the plain- 
tiff, the plaintiff's wishes were had 
thereabout. 

After the building of the house, the 
house was jointly furnished by plain- 
tiff and defendant, and plaintiff and 
defendant took a trip to Chicago for 
the purchasing, and did there pur- 
chase, the furniture for said new 
house. 

During all this time, up to the com- 
pletion and occupation of the housd, 
there was no complaint on the part of 
plaintiff of any cruel or miserly con- 
duct on the part of gefendant. Indeed, 
such a charge would have been ridic- 
ulous, for, after the house was com- 
pleted and furnished, at the request, 
of plaintiff the defendant deeded her, 
for love and affection, his half-inter- 
est in the house. 

42. In answer to paragraph 42 de- 
fendant says that the Brookwood house 
was completed in 1904, and defend- 
ant’s half interest was deedeq to 
plaintiff at that time. They moved 
into the house and began housekeep- 
ing. It was agreed between Plaintiff 
and defendant, at the suggestion of 
plaintiff, that defendant would pay 
the expenses of running the house, 
end that plaintiff would pay her own 
personal expenses. Plaintiff did not 
do this from -any compulsion, nor did 
she do it grudingly: plaintiff's estate 
was, at that time, of more value than 
was the defendant's, and it was her 
own wish and suggestion that she pay” 
her personal expenses, and that @e« 
fendant pay his own expenses and the 
expenses Of housekeeping. It may be 
true that in doing so the plaintiff did 
more than the law would compel: and! 
it may be true that the law might 
force all these expenses upon the de- 
fendant. But the plaintiff was not 
dealing with the question in that 
Spirit at the time the agreement was 
made. Defendant had just made her

Housekeeping was not essential to 
the health’ of plaintiff; nor did the 
conduct of defendant make housekeep- 
ing impossible. On account of the 
trouble plaintiff had with her ser- 
vants, and not on account of any con- 
duct of defendant, plaintiff often de- 
clfired her determination to quit. house- 
keeping and get eway fromthe ne- 
groes, 

Upon one occasion in October, 1907, 
Plaintif insisted upon going to the 
Piedmont Hotel. and when defendant 
objected thereto plaintiff flew into a 
rage and expressed a determination to 
separate from defendant unless he 
went with her to the hotel. To this 
defegdant yielded and went to the 
hotel; but in abdut a week thereafter 
plaintiff desired to return home, ang 
they did so. 

49. The allegations of paragraph 49 
are denied. 

It is not true that plaintiff, when 
away from home, would’ have to send 
the servants money with which to buy 
sufficient food to feed them because de- 
fendant would not’ furnish them enough 
to eat. Nor is it true that when plain- 
tiff was away from home the defendant 
lived exclusively upon stale light bread. 
dried figs and milk three times a day. 
Defendant, of course, ‘does pot know 
what reports the servants made _ to 
plaintiff, but if she took the word of 
the servants she obtained false state- 
ments with reference to defendant. 

During the absence of nlaintiff the 
cook had orders to buy anything she 
wanted, and she did so without even 
consulting the defendant. It was only 
when defendant desired some particu- 
lar purchase for himself that he would 
make a request of the cook about the 
purchase of food. 

Defendant in this petition has heard 
for the first time that plaintiff sent 
the servants money with which to buy 
food. If she sent such meney she was 
imposed upon by the servants. The 
Plaintif® did at one time fequest de- 
fendant in a letter to give the cook 
$7.50, which she had. borrowed from 
her; before the reception of the letter. 
however, the defendant had given the 
cook, upon her request, the $7.50. 

50. The. allegations of paragraph 50 
are denfed. 

It is not true that when the bills 
camé in at the end of the month the 
defendant invariably complained at the 
size of the bills and accused plaintiff 
of willful and unnecessary waste. Nor 
is it true that dafendant was extremely 
quarrelsome and cruel toward plaintiff 
in his speech, charging that she was 
trying tq. waste his money. Nor 1s it 
true that upon each occasion when he 
would come in from the city he would 
go into the pantry, look through ‘the 
pantry and refrigerator, inspect the 
articles therein, and invariably com- 
plain that! too much food was on hand. 

The housekeeping bills were sent to 
the home of defendant. and defendant 
had specially requested plaintiff sim- 
ply to O. K. the bills and the same 
would be paid by the defendant with- 
out guestion or comment. Plaintiff did 
this for some months, but would fre- 
quently neglect to do so, and her neg- 
lect rendered it necessary for the de- 
fendant to ask for the bills and go 
over. them himself before paying. 
Plaintiff complained much more fre- 
quenthy at the size of the bills and of 
the waste in housekeeping than did 
this defendant. Plaintiff requested the

Plaintiff herself 
frequently complained that food- 
stuff was allowed to rot in the 
refrigerator because of not be- 
ing placed upon the table as was 
directed. Plaintiff would almost 
continually complain to the de- 
fendant about the wastefulness 
of the servants and their waste- 
ful habits, and defendant did 
everything in his power to im- 
prove the housekeeping and to 
make it as pleasant as possible. 

Plaintiff would often request 
the defendant to talk to the cook 
and sérvants about their waste- 
fulness, and when he complied 
with this request of plaintiff he 
would sometimes be accused of 
meddling. It is untrue that de- 
-fendant ever took up matters 
with the servants except at the

In reply to paragraph 51 this de- 
fendant says that he did not make the 
complaints referred to in the petition. 
Plaintif’ and defendant did theniselv 
discuss the waste in the house, but they 
had no disagreement about that, but 
were in ‘accord upon the subject of 
wastefulness. Defendant was a man 
of comparatively small means: he was 
not worth $100,000. 

52. In answer to. paragraph 52 de- 
fendant says that plaintiff did have a. 
Monarch hot water heater, which burns 
a small taper of gas during the night 
and day, and when the hot water faucet 
is turned on in the bath room it ig- 
nites the gas and heats the water au- 
tomatically. The cost of this taper 
Was very much more than seven or 
ten cents per weeR. It is not true that 
defendant insisted that a servant be 
sent into. the basement to light this 
taper each time that hot water was de- 
/sired in the bath room. ‘When the 
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plaintiff: was at home this taper burned 


continuously, and no effort was ever, 
wmade by . this fleftendant to have . it} 
turned off. When the plaintifr was’ 


| away from’ home the defendant @id fre. | 
pater bad have this. gas’ eeper:: turned 
juently the gas tq, 


accumulate in. the cellar to a dangerous 
extent. In addition, when, plaintiff was. 
away from home the defendant. used 
the hot. water. but. seldom; instead of 
using it, he used the bath at the At- 
lanta Athietiec, Club. 

The. defendant was guilty of no con- 
}duct which was penurious, inconsider- 
ate and willfully done to annoy wlain- 
tiff, with reference to this gas jet. It 
was left. burning at all times. when 
plaintiff was at home, and it will be dif- 
ficult to see how its extinguishment in 
her absence would be cruelty. 

The allegation that defendant's an- 
noyances, when piled up, became 
mountain-high, and crushed the ‘plain- 
tiff under their wel@ht, is but an 
exaggerateg statement of the pleader 
and wholly untrue. 

It may be true that plaintiff's com- 
fort required hot water, but she did 
not require it on account of her sick 
condition; and it is untrue that de- 
fendant’s conduct deprived her of the 
use of the water. At all times when 
she was at home the hot water was 
on, ang defendant did not at all in- 
terfere with the gas jet. 

At ome time the gas for the use .of 
the bath alone cost as much as $14.20 
in one month. : 

53. It is not true that at night, at 
the Peachtree home, the defendant 
would turn out every light in the 
house except the one in the room 
plaintiff and defendant were using; nor 
is it true that when plaintiff and de- 
fendant were in: the sitting room the- 
defendant would turn out the light in 
the hall and every other light in tho 
house. Nor is it true that while the 
maid was preparing the meals upon 
the table in the dining room at night 
the defendant would make it his bust- 
ness to get up, go into the dining room 
and “turn out the gas after the mati 
had brought in one tray and ‘until she 
would return with another in a few 
minutes, when she would have to turn 
the light on again in order to 
keep from falling over the chairs; 
nor is it true that when the maid 
would put one dish on the table and 
go back into the kitchen for somec- 
thing else the defendant would get up 
and turn out the lfght for the purpose 
of saving the gas for a few minutes. 
Nor is it true that he would never con- 
sent to have enough lights lighted in 
the room, insisting that’ only one fn- 
candescent light be lit at a time. 

It is true’ that the defendant, from 
time to time, dig turn out unnecessary 
lights, but he never did turn Out any 
light that was necessary to be had; 
indeed, the electricity was frequently 
unnecessarily burned; sometimes the 
light im the hall and in other portions 
of the house was allowed to burn all 
night. The defendant at ho timc 
turned out any light when there could 
have heen any pretense that it was 
needed for any purpose. 

54. The defendant never did fail to 
mail an unstamped letter of piaintiff 
because it haq no stamp thereon; hor 
did the defendant ever refuse to 4c- 
cept a letter for posting until plain- 
tiff would give him some money with 
which to buy stamps. The allegation 
that his demand for stamps and fallure 
to mail when no stamps were furnished 
was a custom and not an incident, is 
too ridjculous for belief. No one can 
think for a moment that such refusal 
could become a custom, for no sensi- 
tive woman would have permitted it 
to become a custom. 

55. In answer to paragraph 55 de~ 
fendant says that plaintiff’s uncle. did 
die in Louisiana, ang plaintiff and de- 
fendant went to Shreveport. It is not 
true that when they returned to At- 
lanta defendant - presented plaintiff 
with a bill for his expenses on the trip, 
which plaintiff paid. 

It is true, however, that defendant 
spent some considerable time in Louis- 
fana in the tnterest of plaintiff with 
reference to her share ofi her uncle’s 
estate. Her uncle was ae rich man, 
worth in the neighborhood of $200,000; 
he was engaged largely in farming, 
and his estate required a great deal 
of attention. Defendant took charge 
of it and worked day and night in 
consultation with lawyers and over- 
seers, and preparing for the eultiva- 
tion of two Aarge farms, which con- 
sisted of some three thousand acres, 
situated far from each other in dif- 
ferent parishes. Plaintiff insisted that 
defendant should receive his actual 
expenses ‘for this trip, and he did re- 
ceive from her his actual expenses, but 
nothing more. 

566. Upon another shbnainse. to-wit, in 
September, 1906, upon the death of 
plaintiff's grandmother, defendant 
went to Louisiana to take charge of 
plaintiff's grandmother's estate in the 
interest of plaintiff. It is not true 
that in looking after this estate plain- 
tiff stayed only one week in Louisiana, 
In connection with plaintiff's uncle's 
estate and her grandmother's estate 
defendant made several trips to Louis- 
iana, and gave to her business, In con- 
nection with these estates for six 
months, a great deal of time and at- 
tention. 

Inasmuch as the estate was large, 
situated in Louisiana, and: required a 
great deal of skill and attention, de- 
fendant insisteg that plaintiff should 
hire some Louisiana lawyer to look 
after it for her. This plaintiff de- 
clined to do, saying that it was  de- 
fendant’s duty to look after her estate, 
and that no ‘husband ought to seek 
to be excused from the work. 

It is not true that defendant told 
plaintiff his expenses were $250; nor 
did he take that sum out of plaintiff's 
bank account. Nor is it true that 
plaintiff expressed surprise at the 
amount of his expenses; nor did this 
defendant reply, “Well, I :didn't spend 
it all in expenses, Which were only 
about $75, but i-thought you ought to 
pay me for my time, and I took the 
rest fot the time consumed in attend- 
ing to your business.” 

he defendant made no demand even 
for is expenses, Dut plaintiff herself of- 
fered to pay, and did pay, about $250 
of actual expenses. This defendant 
alleges that that sum did not cover ali 
the expenses incurred by him, but that 
he received no greater sum than that. 


Defendant at no time sought to charge} 


the plaintiff for: his time expended 
about the estate of her unele and 
grandmother.

‘pensation, and even without thanke. 
57. It is mot true that defendant 
assumed entire management of plain- 
tiff’s business affairs after her fa- 
ther’s. death. The defendant did not 
take charge of her business until De- 
reember 22, 1903; and this was done; 
at the earnest solicitation of “plain-' 
tiff. Another agent had charge of 
plaintiff's: business from March, 1903, 
to December 22, 1903, He received a

- Bb ceive 48 commissions more than $5,492, 


and not one cent, of this sum was. os 
by the plaintiff, but was paid by. 
.jtles to whom, he made. loans for p! i 
| tite. It.is not true that a large por- 
tion of the ‘wealth . of defendapt 
was acquired from the management ot 
plaintiff's estate. Defendant urged 
plaintiff, to leave her business affairs 
in the hands of her. former agent and 
close. friend. . 

In the year 1893 this plaintiff had 
deposited with the dry goods firm of 
defendant about .$3,000, and the said 
}sum was increased from time to time, 


/business in 1901 plaintiff recefved the 
sum. of about $29,000. During almost 
the .,whole timé that’ her’ money was 
deposited with defendant's firm plain- 
tiff. was paid 12 per cent per annum 
interest for all the moneys so 4dae- 
pesited, and she was paid that sum 
by the efforts of this gefendant. De- 
fehdant's firm could: have borrowed 
during said time money at an: average 
of 6 per cent per annum. In: spite 
/of that, the’ firm paid ‘to’ plaintiff the’ 
sum of 12 pér cent. per annum, By 
this arrangement in the matter of in- 
terest plaintiff received an average 
during the time ‘her money was deposit- 
ed with defendant's firm of $100 per 
month over and above the _ inter- 
est she could have made upon “her 
money except for the - arrangement 
made for-her with said firm by this 
defendant. 

When defendant took charge of plain- 
tiff's estate in the winter of 1903 he 
soon increased the income of said es- 
tate from 20 to 33 !-3 per cent. De- 
fendant has at all times been success- 
ful in his management: of the estate, 
took .all care and charge thereof with- 
out one cent’s cost to this plaintiff, 
and in all the loans he made’*for her 
he personally guaranteed the loans 
when they were made. No loss or trou- 
ble or law suit was incurred by plain- 
tiff in that behalf. 

58. Tne allegations 
are denied. 

It igs. not true that when plaintiff 
bought a coop of chickeng on Peachtree 
road, the defendant would state that 
he saw no necessity of buying 50 many 
chickens at one time, as this plaintiff 
would have to feed them untilthey were 
killed, which would take some time. 
Nor is it true that when a bill for 
$1.50 for chicken feed came in he re- 
fused to pay it; nOr is it true that 
plaintiff was compelled to buy chickens 
and chicken feed. On the contrary, this 
defendant at alltimes hought chickers 
and chicken feed, and plaintiff paid 
nothing therefor. 

89. The allegations of paragraph 59 
are denied. 

It is not true that when bills would 
come in for small items which did not 
come strictly under the definition of 
housekeeping expenses, but personal 
items. for little sums like 5 and 10 
cents, the defendant refused to pay 
them, deliberately and willfully; nor 
would he pick out such items, and 
présent bills for the same to plaintiff 
for payment, no matter how insignifi- 
cant they were. It {fs not true that 
defendant’s whole disposition and ten- 
dency were to worry and fret and an- 
noy plaintiff about every little item of 
expense incurred in the keeping of the 
house. 

60. It is not true that defendant 
would never take plaintiff out to any 
sort of entertainment involving ex- 
pense, giving as an excuse that he did 
not want to go. Plaintiff did go out 
a great deal, much more than the or- 
dinary woman is accustomed to doing. 
It is true, however, that during the 
time she was so much interested in the 
Tabernacle Baptist church she djd not 
go to theaters, nor was she willing for 
the defendant to go. Both plaintiff 
and defendant agreed upon the proposi- 
tion of not going to theaters, and from 
the time plaintiff joined the Taber- 
nacle church until in the year 1905 she 
persistently refused to go to theaters; 
even in Europe she would not go to a 
theater herself, and would not permit 
defendant to go. 

In the year 1905, however, plaintiff's 
views with reference to theaters 
changed, and she began to frequent 
the theaters again; the defendant 
sought to persist in their old line of 
conduct and declined to go to the 
theaters. Plaintiff, however, insisted 
upon going, and when he would not 
go with her she went alone, Defendant, 
therefore. gave up. his views with ref- 
erence to the theater, and they both 
began again to visit the théaters and 
like places of amusement. 

It is not true that defendant never 
bought any theatrical tickets, or tick- 
ets to any other performance @ en- 
tainment of any sort, claiming that he 
Was opposed to the same, except dur- 
ing the time above stated, when both 
plaintiff and defendant were agreed 
upon the proposition that neither of 
them would visit such entertainments, 

It is true that after 1906 plaintiff did 
upon one occasion buy tickets and in- 
vite defendant to ge to the theater, 
which invitation defendant accepted. 
In return defendant often bought 
theater tickets and plaintiff went with 
him to the theater. 

It is not true that when plaintiff 
and defendant were invited by others 
to entertainments the defendant ac-~ 
cepted without ever returning the 
courtesy; on the contrary, he did ac- 
cept invitations from others, and he 
did himself return such courtesies. 
Plaintiff always refused to invite their 
friends to whom they were under obli- 
gations to the home or. to entertain 
them. Defendant insisted on this to 
such an extent that plaintiff would 
become very angry and declare that 
defendant was the most inconsiderate 
of men. : 

61, It is not true that during the trips 
which plaintiff and defendant took to- 
gether, up to the time of their separa. 
tion in October, 1908, that defendant 
kept a.strict account of each and every 
amount of plaintiff's personal ex- 
penses, ‘meals, street ear fare, and 
everything else, and when plaintiff 
came home defendant would demand 
that she give him a check to cover the 
amount. Nor 1s it true that on all 
occasions he refused to tip the waiters 
and porters and other attendants, and 
that plaintiff. would have to take the, 
money out of her own purse and give 
{t to the defendant in order for him. to 
tip the persons upon any sccaston “ 

Defendant gave plaintiff a number 
of trips without expense to her, @n- 
cluding a trip to Europe, to Califor- 
nia, to New York and Boston. 

In the latter.years of their life plain- 
tiff was a very rich woman, with an 
estate several times larger than that 
of defendant, an@ it frequently hap- 
pened that plaintiff and defendant each 
paid their own expenses whilé travel- 
ing together. This was done by 
plaintiff of her own accord and be- 
cause of the difference in the property 
of each. When they were so travel- 
ing, plaintiff would turn over to deée- 
fendant money with which to pay her 
expénses, and the defendant would pay 
the experises of the plaintiff and him- 
self, and wpon the return home 
would turn over to the plaintiff suéh 
of her money as he had not spent, Fre- 
quently. he made. an account of what | 
had been done with the money. on tb 
trip, so that she could see that he was. 
turning over to her the wdah aal amount

The only satchel which plain- 
tiff ever cafried was a emall ; hand- 
}bag tn which she carriedjher jewels. 
This ‘satchel she would riot turn over 
to @ porter, and defendant carried 
that when he was not over-burdened 
with his own baggage. : 

63. The allegations of paragraph 63 
are denied. 

64.-The allegations.of peregraph 64 
are denied. 

Plaintiff did not have years of suf- 
fering during her painful and ‘trying | 
married gs Plaintiff, as is above} 
stated, was nervous at the date of her 
marriage, but she. was no more nerv- 
ous in October, 1908. Except when 
treated for forced miscarriage and at 
the time of, the surgical operation 
aforesaid, plaintiff was scarcely ever 
sick enough to go to bed and receive 
treatment therein from a phvyelcian. 
Defendant was at all times careful and 
attentive to plaintiff; and it is not true 
that the utmost he would do for her 
would be to ask her how she felt and 
SO speedily out to ride, leaving her 
alone with the servants. Whenever 
Plaintiff was sick and needed de- 
fendant’s attention he would always 
remain with her; so much so that fre- 
quently plaintiff would urge him. to 
go to ride and thereby take the exer- 
cise he nedded. 

65. The allegations of paragraph 65 
are denied. 

It ts not true that defendant, when 
coming in at night, would ask the 
plaintiff how she was, go to his room, 
lock his door and leave the plaintiff 
alone without any attention. On the 
contrary, whenever permitted to do so 
defendant was always careful and at- 
tentive to plaintiff. 

When plafntirt and defendant begau 
housekeeping on the Peachtree road 
there was fitted up a room for plain- 
tiff and an adjoining room for de- 
fendant.. Some time in the year 1907, 
in a peck with defendant,. plaintiff, 
without reason, moved all of his be- 
longings to a back room. Defendant, 
in order to avoid an open rupture with 
plaintiff, accepted the situation, went 
back into the back room and remained 
there until the year 1908. But in spite 
of this most unjust treatment it is not 
true that the defendant went to his 
room, locked his door and left plaintiff 
without attention. 

66. On one occasion plaintiff did de- 
sire to purchase a pafr of horses. At 
that time defendant was running the 
dry goods store on Whitehall street. 
There was employed in the store at 
that time a gentleman who was a fine 
judge of horses, and plaintiff did con. 
sult with him as to the selection of 
horses, and did request him to try the 
horses for her. But it is not true that 
one day when the plaintiff was in the 
store talking to this clerk about the 
horses that defendant approached her 
and said harshly, “You must not come 
in here and take the time of this gen- 
tleman, talking about your horses, He 
is employed here at a salary, and he 
has not the timé to use for you.” No 
Such conversation took place. The 
gentleman referred to. did, without let 
or hindrance, aid the plaintiff in pur-

chasing the horses. No cOnduct with 
reference to this gentlemag took place 
which could in any possible’ way wound 
the feelings of plaintiff! Nor is it 
true that the g@htleman referred to, on 
account of any conduct of defendant, 
told plaintiff that he would help her 
with the horses after the Store had 
closed in the afternoon and at 
his lunch hour. As a matter of 
fact, this gentleman aided her when- 
ever he wished at dinner, or at any 
other time. 

Plaintiff was quite careful about the 
Purchase of these horses, and in addi- 
tion to the aid she obtained from the 
gentleman referred to, one of the 
brothers of defendant, who resided in 
Madison, Ga.. and a fine judge of 
horses, came to Atlanta and aided her 
in purchasing the horses. This brother 
of defendant and the gentleman re- 
ferred to, purchased the horses for 
Plaintiff, and as a compliment to them. 
the horses were named one after each 
of them. Until the filing of this peti- 
tion, this defendant has never heard of 


any complaint with reference oO 
transaction. sag 
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HER WORD WAS LAW. 


67. The allegations 
graph 67 are denied. 

Plaintiff, many times during 
their married life, became angry 
with defendant, and it wWas the 
habit of defendant not to reply, 
but to take whatever abuse she 
saw fit to cast upon him. De- 
fendant never, in his life, told 
Plaintiff that he hated her: never 
called her a fool, and never ca})- 
ed her a liar. If he had ever 
done so, the plaintiff?! would have 
separated from him immediate- 
ly. No eruiel conduct of defend- 
ant ever’ wrought upon plaintiff’s 
nerves; she was never in fear 
of her safety, and never Kad any 
apprehension as to her health 
being impaired by any conduct 
of this deferdant. So far 
from her having any fear 
of this defendant, she well un- 
derstood that with. him her wora 
was law, and that he dare do 
nothing to disprove that. At all 
times, if he did anything con- 
trary to her wishes, he was 
brought to obedience at once by 
a threat on the part of this 
plaintiff to separate. from him. 
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This defendant ‘spectaliy denies that 
at thetime of the separation in October 
1908, that he became angry with plain- 
tiff, called her a fool and & liar, and 
Stated that he hated her. Defendant 
himself did nothing in October, 1908, 
which justified the separation that was 
had. Plaintiff was visiting in New 
York with friends; was tn better health 
than for years past; was visiting the 
Testaurants, theaters and: places of 
amusement, and, according to her own 
statement, having the time of her life. 

When plaintiff went to New York on

Apart, hows 
ever, from this notification, there had 
been no discussion between himself and 
plaintiff as to whether or‘not he was 
communicating with his brothers and 
Sisters.

Save only 
as to the notice aforesaid, however, no 
information had beén given to his wife 
about this communication. 

After defendant had been ip New 
York about a week, as: above stated, a 
letter came to him, postmarked Madi- 
son, Ga., which had been forwarded 
from Atlanta, and in the handwriting 
of his ‘sister. This letter reached their 
apartments at a time when he was out 
and when plaintiff was in, on or about 
the 22d day. of | October, 1908. 

Plaintiff had ‘opened the letter, and 
had actual knowledge of the fact that 
he was. communicating with hig sister. 
When defendant returned to the hotel,

They went out together, and 
defendant paid the expenses of. their 
visits over the city, and to restaurants, 
and theaters, and places of enjoyment. 
But plaintiff did not live with defend- 
ant as his wife after she discovered 
the letter, as aforesaid. 

From the time of the reception of the 
letter referred to, arf# up to about four 
days thereafter, nothing occurred be- 
tween plaintiff and defendant that could. 
by any possibility, Jave excited her 
anger; but about four days after the 
readifg of the letter by plaintiff, and 
without.any additional excuse, plaintiff 
deluged defendant with abuse and crit- 
icism; she said that he had been de- 
ceiving her, and had been acting with 
her a living lie. No further reason 
was suggested for her anger, and de- 
fendant asked plaintiff if the letter 
wags her sole’reason. Plaintiff declined 
to say that it was the sole reason, but 
said that it was enough. Defendant 
asserts that’ tke sole reason plaintiff 
had for leaving him at the time she 
did was the fact that she had seen this 
letter from his sister. Defendant urged 
plaintiff to give an excuse for leaving 
him, and for abusing him, but she gave 
that, and nothing else. 

Finally, ‘when defendant was leaving 
New York for home, the. termination 
of his visit having arrived, he had a 
curt note from his wife that she would‘ 
not live with him longer.

The foolish document referred to was 
not, in discussion. Defendant had no’. 
idea but that plaintiff had ae- 
cepted it as a burlesque, as it was in- 
}tended, and defendant asserts that it 
would never haVe been resurrected ex- 
cept for the exigencies of this suit 
for divorce. 

69. In answer to paragraph 69, de- 
fendant says that it is true that he 
handed the dotument to plaintiff, and 
that he made no explanation; he 
thought that the instrument was such 
as would require no explanation, and 
that his wife would understand it as 
a burlesque. 

It is also true that just before he 
left, plaintiff did hand him a written 
aocument which he supposes must have 
contained a reply to the document next 
above referred to. It wag handed him 
just as he was leaving the house, and 
in the haste and confusion of getting 
off, defendant misplaced it-and never 
did know its contents. 

When the defendant returned noth- 
ing was sald about the document in 
paragraph 68 referred to, and defend- 
ant having assumed that it had been 
treated as a joke by plaintiff, as it 
wae meant, defendant forgot al] about 
it. He. did not expect a reply, and 
hence was not surprised when she said 
nothing about it. The defendant sug- 
gests, however, that if the.document 


set out in paragraph 69 was the.docu-/, 


ment handed him that it throws a flood 
of light upon this petition. 

70. It igs not true that. when. de- 
fendant returned from the west that he 


came to plaintiff and told her:he had . 


made a mistake and that he wished her, 
te continue te Hve with him just as 
they had been doing. Nor: is it 
trué that. defendant changed: his 
past conduct so as to be segree- 
able. On the contrary, he was 
agreeable before he left for Cali- 
fornia. Nor ts it true that the agree- 
able conduct did not last but for a 
short time: nor is it true that he re- 
turned to his old ways, or by old ways 
is meant such conduct as is set out in 
thig petition. 

‘Upon his return from California 
plaintiff and defendant did discuss 
their relations. but neither one of them 
made any question whatever about the 
document set out in paragraph 68. 
Plaintiff and defendant agreed in the, 
discussion that there was no earthly 
reason why they should not live and 
eontinue to live in happiness, for they 
had, so far as worldly affairs go, 
everything to make them -happy, 
and there was no occasion for discord 
and unhappiness. . And plaintiff and 
defendant did continue to live together 
until the trip to New York was made, 
im concord and in -the most intimate 
relation. 

Plaintiff and defendant had planned 
twé trips; the one to New York, which 
was taken, and during which the 
separation took place. This trip to 
New York was taken largely at the 
request of plaintiff, she saying that 
she desired to go away for a rest, and 
for the purpose of getting away from 
‘the negro servants. They also planned 
@.six. months’: trip In California fol- 
lowing the New York trip. This trip 
was never taken by reason of the 
separation in the city of New York. 

71. It is not true that defendant’s 
conduct towards plaintiff had become 
so unspeakably harsh and cr-e] that 
plaintiff! knew that nothing but a 
final separation would ever restore her 
health; nor is it true that she had 
been an invalid during their married 
life of seventeen years. At the time 
referred to plaintiff was in better 
health than usual, and it fs not true 
that she was an invalid, nor that she 
had been an invalid all the seventeen 
years of her married life. Nor is it 
true that she informed defendant in 
October, 1908, that his conduct Was 
such that they must separate. 

By previous agreement between 
plaintiff and defendant, the defendant 
joined the plaintiff’ in New York on 
or about October 17, 1908. Before he 
reached New York the plaintiff had 
engaged adjoining rooms, one for her- 
self and one for defendant. When he 
reached New York plaintif?’ met him 
affectionately. They occupied the 
adjoining rooms,°and lived together in 
the closest relationship, as man and 
wife, until about October 22, 1908, 
They enjoyed the gaieties of New York 
at’ that séason of the year; dined at 
restaurants, attended the theaters, 
went out shopping. and participated 
in all the amusements of a great city. 
No note of discord cecurred between 
them from the date of defendant’s ar- 
rival until October 25, 1908, as its 
below shown. 

On October 22 a letter from defend- 
ant’s sister, Miss Gertrude Douglas, of 
Madison, Georgia, reached the hotel] in 
New York, forwarded fromthe Atlanta 
postoffice. Defendant was not at the 
hotel, and when the tetter came, plain- 
tiff opened the letter and read ity 
This iléetter was clearly directed to 
defendant in the handwriting of his 
sister, .which handwriting _ plaintiff 
well knew. The opening of this let- 
ter was without defendant’s kKnowl- 
edge, and without any authority, legal 
or moral, on the part of plaintiff.

Noth- 
ing he has ever done broke down 
her health: and it is not true 
that any conduct of his will take 
years to be recovered against. 
Nothing defendant ever did 
brought on sleepless nights, nor 
shattered her nervous system. 
Defendant was guilty of no cruel 
treatment that her physical con- 
stitution was called upon to 
stand; nor did defendant ever 
do anything that ruined -her 
health. Plaintiff has never been 
rendered a physical wreck by 
anything this defendant'has ever 
done. No conduct of his will 
ever take her a long time in the 
future to recover from. 
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When plaintiff and defendant sepa- 
rated, plaintiff?’ was in better than her 
usual health; she was in the midst of 
a gay trip in a great metropolis, and 
No 
fear of defendant, no apprehension as 
to her health, no occasion for shattered 
riervous system, caused the separation, 
but she separated because she was 
satiated with all she had, was frritated 
with defendant without reason, and she 
determined to leave him and seek new 
associations and new surroundings. She 
had riches suddenly thrust upon her 
and she tired of defendant as her hus- 
band, as well as of much of her old 
life.

79... Immediately upon their marriage 
plaintiff and defendant went 6n a hon- 
eymoon to the city of New York. They 
visited the theaters, restaurants and 
all the places of amusement furnished 
by a great-city. During thefr honey- 
moon there was not a jar. They were 
in perfect accord ang happiness, and 
each of them regretted that the pleas. 
ant trip should be forced to so soon. 
end. 

80. From thelr wedding trip they. 
returned to the home § of plaintiff's 
and mother on Washington 
in the city of Atlanta. The 
plaintiff's mother was an invalid, and 
the father, a man of means, made it a | 
condition of his consent to the mar- 
riage that the defendant should come 
to his home and become a part of ‘he 
family cirole. It was in. compliance 
with this agreement, honestly and fair- 
ly made with plaintiff's father, that 
defendant went to the home on Wash- 
ington street and did form thereupon 
a part of the family circle. 

8!.. During the time that plaintiff 
and defendant lived at Washington 
street, from the date of their marriage 
until the spring of 1898, plaintif€’ and 
defendant did live together in happi- 
ness equal to that of the ordinary man 
and wife, and each did entertain for 
the other during that time the warmest 


-} affection. 


82. Until about 1896 there had never 
been a jar between plaintiff and de- 
fendant. They had liveq together in 
the highest happiness, in the most cor- 
dial and closest affection; they had 
never had the slightest disagreement 
one with the other. j 

83. About the year 1896, however, 
there came the first discord between 
plaintiff and defendant. This defend- 
ant had a niece,. and defend- 
ant undertook to aid her in ob- 
taining an education. While this fact 
was npt concdaled from the plaintiff, 
no mention of defendant’s act there- 
about was made to her. Plaintiff dis- 
covered that defendant was aiding this 
niece, through her. mother,. who was 
intensely . grateful. for. defendant's 
kindness. 

When plaintiff discovered that de- 
fendant had aided this niece, and had 
not acquainted her with the fact, she 
became greatly outrageq with the de- 
fendant, insisted that he had deceived 
her, that he had not given her his full 
confidence,.- and when he did not give 
her his full confidence he was deceiv- 
ing her. So deeply outraged dig she 
seem to be on account of this trivial 
fact. that she stated that she must 
have defendant's full confidence or 
none; that he must acquaint her with 
every incident of his life, or he would 
not be giving her his full confidence, 
and that this one qeparture from a 
full disclosure of his whole life to her 
Was such an offense that she would 
never get over it. 

This, plaintiff, however. in a large 
measure, seemed to overlook, although 
she seemed to consider it so grave an 
offense on the part of defendant, and 
they did continue, as above stated, to live 
together in happiness and in comfort 
during the time they lived at Wash- 
ington street. 

83. After the event aforesaid plain- 
tiff was at all times more or less sus- 
picious of this defendant. She began 
to scrutinize ang suspicion every friend 
and associate. of defendant. She con- 
ceived the idea that if this defendant 
had constant associates, or near friends, 
that this very association and friend- 
ship* was a barrier between absolute 
confidence between plaintiff and de- 
fendant, ang plaintiff began at once to 
seek to estrange the defendant from all 
his associates and friends. At first 
this defendant greatly resented such 
effort to disassociate him from his old 
associates and friends, and such re- 
sentment brought about more or less 
unpleasantness between plaintiff and 
defendant. 

84. The plaintiff was, however, so in- 
sistent, and defendant was so anxious 
to please and to comfort her, that he 
did. one by one, give up almost all of 
his associates and friends. And if he 
persisted in holding to one or the other, 
plaintiff at once began, to insist that he. 
must give up his associate or friend, 
as the case might be, and that in de- 
fault ‘of so doing he was deceiving her 
and neglecting her as his wife. 

To so great an extent did this go 
that it even reached the business as- 
sociations of this defendant. Plaintiff 
began to insist that he must 
quit the dry goods busi- 
ness; that that business neces- 
sarily brought defendant into close 
and intimate association with his 
employees and his patrons, and that 
such ‘association detracted from the 
confidence that he ought to give her 
and lessened the care which she de- 
manded from him as her husband. On 
this. aceount, together with other 
things, this defendant finally gave up 
the dry. goods. business, as is below 
stated.

86. During the time plaintiff and 
defendant lived at the Washington 
strect home they were almost con- 
tinuously together. Defendant scarca- 
ly ever went out at night, unless the 
plaintiff went with him. And when 
defendant was not engaged in business 
it was his custom to be with his wife 
day and night. . Indeed, that he should 
do so was one of the. strictest de- 
mands of plaintiff. 

When defendant went to New York 
to buy goods, as he did twice a year, 
it was the habit of plaintiff to g0 
with him and remain with him during 
the whole trip, and return with him 
at the end thereof. Indeed, until the 
Colorado trip in the letters above re- 
ferred, to, defendant had never taken, 
any considerable trip from the city of 
Atlanta except in company with plain- 
tiff. At one time the defendant had 
started to New York for the purpose 
of purchasing goods, and when he 
reached Philadelphia he received a tel- 
egram from his wife that she was 
coming to New York, and to meet her 
in Philadelphia. This, defendant did, 
and the trip thereafter was taken to- 
gether. Indeed, at that time an an- 
ticipated separation between plaintiff 
and defendant greatly disturbed plain- 
tiff and distressed her. She stated to 
defendant that she felt as if the de- 
fendant was gead; and upon his return 
to the city, plaintiff's father told de- 
fendant that plaintiff was in great 
distress at the separation. 

87..In the year 1898 and prior 
thereto plaintiff became greatly dis- 
satisfied with the residence on Wash- 
ington street. The house was large 
and difficult for her to keep: indeed, 
SO large was it that she had the up- 
per part thereof closed and plaintiff 
and defendant occupied the lower part 
of the house. Plaintiff also insisted 
that her friends lived upen the north 
side of the city of Atlanta. and she 
was extremely anxious to dispose of 
the Washington street house and move 
to and build upon the north side of 
the city of Atlanta. 

88. The house on Washington 
was accordingly sold. The sale 
willingly made by the plaintiff, 
the defendant felt that, im view of 
price received, the trade was a wise 
one. Any suggestion that this. trade 
was forced upon the plaintiff by de- 
fendant is utterly untrue. Defendant 
did believe that the price received 
was a;good .one, but apart from the

After the sale of the home 
Place, plaintiff and defendant 
moveq temporarily to the Ma- 
jJestic Hotel, So certain were 
they that their stay at the hotel 
would be temporary that they 
took rooms, unoccupied then, but 
which were under contract to be 
occupied by different parties ear- 
ly in the fall. Plaintiff, how- 
ever was pleased with the hotel 
life at the Majestic, and she gave 
up the idea of building upon the 
north side, preferring to live as 
they were living at the Majes- 
tic. It is utterly untrue that this 
continued residence at the Ma- 
jestic was brought about bv any 
design or wish of deféndant. On 
the contrary, qefendaht believed, 
under the advice of physicians, 
that plaintiff's living at the ho- 
tel, was injurious to her health, 
and he earnestly sought to have 
a change made so that they 
might occupy a house tegether, 
and thereby escape the confu- 
sion and turmoil incident to ho- 
e tel. life. 
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Upon this determination of plaintiff, 
| plaintitr and defendant @id live at the 
Majestic continuously from their move 
until the fall of 1901, at which time 
defendant went to Virginia, as will be 
hereafter: explained; and the plaintiff 
rcontinued to reside at said hotel until 
about the middle of the year 1902. 

90. Shortly after the move from

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plaintiff became deeply interested in 
religious affairs, and joined the 
ehurch..

The emotional strain incident to 
this religious and rescue work acted 
ruinously upon her fherves, and 
greatly affected her health. Plaintiff 


ingly exacting; so much so that the 
physicians and friénds of plaintiff 
were interested and disturbed about 
her condition. 

In this emotional and nervous con- 
dition, plaintiff became more and more 
exacting as to this defendant, and she 
more and more insjsteq that he should 
abandon his old friends and associates, 
and that he should give his whole 
time and attention to her, and that he 
should lay bare his whole life to her 
day by day and hour by hour. 

91. To such an extent did this go 
that at one time when defendant de- 
clined to discuss a certain subject 
with plaintiff, she flew into a@ great 
rage, insisted that it was his duty to 
talk to her about it as much as she 
wished, and when he declined to dis-| 
cuss it further she left the city of 
Atlanta in a rage and went to her 
uncle. in Louisiana. ; 

She remained for a day or two in 
Louisiana, and returned with her uncle. 
When her uncle learned the cause of 
her leaving defendant and of her trip 
to Louisiana, he insisted that ‘the mat- 
ter- was utterly trivial, and that de- 
fendant ought to talk to her on any 
as much as 
she wished; whereupon, defendant, in 
order to get peace, did take up the old 
subject and discuss it to her heart’s 
content. When defendant thus grati- 
fied her by a. discussion as lengthy] 
as she wished, the matter ended and 
she continued to lve with the de- 
fendant. 

92. While deeply concerned about re- 
ligious affairs during the year 19900, 
plaintiff and defendant took a trip to 
Europe. -This trip was taken upon the 
advice that if plaintiff took it quietly 
she would be benefited thereby. 

So religiously was plaintiff inclined 
at that time that she would not go to 
theaters herself nor would she consent 
for the defendant to go. In the course 
of this trip, plaintiff and defendant 
reached the city of Paris. The 
plaintiff had been to Paris. and 
was not anxious to make the trip, but 
finally and grudgingly went to Paris 
with. defendant, who had never seen 
the city. 

93. During the whole trip, up to the 
visit to Paris, defendant had not been 
out a single time except with plaintiff. 
One night after they had been in Paris 
for a short time, plaintiff was so weary 
that she did not care to go out; the de- 
fendant then stated to her that he 
would go alone with the guide, telling 
héer where he was gotng, and when he 
would return. Defendant, upon this 
understanding, did go over the city 
with the guide, and did not return till 
nearly 12 o’clock. When he returned 
to the hotel, he found the plaintiff— 
his wife—in a great rage; she insisted 
that he had treated her brutally in 
leaving her alone at the hotel, and told 
him that he was a brute for leaving 
her at the hotel; that she had been in 
great distress for fear some harm had 
come to him; that if he had been, in 
fact, killed, she would have forgiven 
him, but inasmuch as he was alive and 
back, she would not forgive him. 

As a result of this rage, plaintiff an- 

nounced that she meant to end the trip 
and return immediately to Atlanta. 
And. in aceordance with this determi- 
nation. although the trip was not at an 
end. she did force this defendant to ex- 
change his tickets and return upon the: 
first boat to Atlanta. 
In spite of this conduct of plaintiff, 
defendant returned with her to At- 
lanta, and they again took up their 
residence at the Majestic Hotel. Plain- 
tiff did, afterwards, feel at least nom- 
inal regret for her conduct in Paris. 
and did half-way apologize. Defendant 
asserts that this half-way apology was 
the first and the only apology plafmtiff: 
ever made during the time they lived 
tomether. At all times defendant was 
at fault, and never,‘:at any time, was 
plaintiff amiss in the smallest item of 
conduct towards this defendant. 

94. Plaintiff's health was such that 
it was thought by her father that a 
trip to Florida would be of advantage 
to her, and in February, [90!, plaintiff 
did, with her father, go to Florida for 
pleasure dnd health. <A letter from 
plaintiff te defendant, from Florida, 
will show that she was not at that 
time impressed with the cruelty and 
heinousness of this defendant, 

$5. Upon the return from. Florida, 

plaintiff remained with defendant at 
» Majestic Hotel until some time in 
weeds 't year. when they went on 
a trip to California. This trip was 
taken in the interest of the plez-ure 
and health of plaintiff, and it was 
understood that plaintiff's uncle and 
grandmother would join them fn Cali- 
fornia. 

96. Plaintiff and defendant went di- 
rect from the city of Atlanta to San 
Francisco, where they spent one night, 
and then went to Del Monte. Cal., re- 
maining there about a@ month, and 
thence back to San Francisco, where 
plaintiff's uncle and grandmother 
joined them, 

97. While in San Francisco, and after 
the meeting just aforementioned, the 
plaintiff had seen in one of the shops. 
of San, Francisco a héavy coat to whien! 
she had taken a fancy, but which she 
had not determined to purchase. She 
came to defendant and desired of de- 
fendant that he let her have a sum of 
money, either $150 or $250, with which 
to purchase the coat if she decided tq 
do 80. 

Defendant explained to her that inas- 
much as they had been in California 
several weeks, that he did not have 
New York exchange smifficient in 
amount to make so large a purchase 
and leave sufficient funds with which 
to continue the trip. He suggested, 
therefore, that the plaintiff have the 
cloak sent to the hotel on approval, 
and that if she decided to take it, that 
he would go to the shopkeeper and get 
him to either take his personal check 
or make some other plan by which the 
purchase could be completed. To this 
plaintiff demurred, and said that if he 
didn’t have the money, he ought to 
have it, and angtfily demanded that he 
go at once, without delay, and make’ 
arrangements to pay for the coat. 
Upon the defendant still insisting that 
she should first decide whether she 
wished the coat, and then make ar- 
rangements to pay for it, she worked 
herse]f into a great rage and in the 
presence of her uncle an? grand- 
mother, roundly. abused this defendant.

Prior to this time, however, plaintiff 
had been in unusually good health, 
had had no doctor while they were 
in California, and had fuily enjoyed 
the trip, save only thé incident above.

The stay at Manitou was a short one, 
because of the express wish of the ~~ 
plaintiff. The other members of the 
party thought she ought to remain 
longer than she did so that there 
might be no possible harm to her 
health by a too early beginning of 
the journey. To this plaintif® stren- 
uously objected, and demanded that 
the journey should proceed; and the 
journdy did proceed. A day train was 
taken fromg Manitou to Denver, a 
distance of about 75 miles, because 
there waa no other train by which 
to make the journey. : 

101. Prior to this and in the year. 
1901 defendant had sold his intérest . 
in the Whitehall street store, had de- 
termined to make of himself a lawyer, 
and had actually begun the study of 
the law; this plaintiff. knew. 

While in Manitou waiting upon the 
sickness of plaintiff, the defendant and 
plaintiff's uncle discussed the question 
of the defendant's studying law, and 
the uncle urged him to go to Char- 
lottesville, Va.. and enter there the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. . Upon this. advice 
of plaintiff's: uncle, the defendant de- 
termined to go to Charlottesville, and 
he stated to this uncle and the pleintif£ 
that such was his purpose. No ob- 
jection was made by the plaintiff to ~ 
this determination, and had plainti‘ft 
then objected defendant would have 
failed to take the advice of her uncle 
and would have remained in a law of- 
fice in the city of Atlanta, as he had al- 
ready begun to do. 

102. At Denver, plaintiff was urged 
to again break the trip and take ad- 
ditional rest and not undertake ian 
her then weak condition thé burden 
of a long journey. In obedience tu 
this advice a night was spent at Den- 
ver, but the plaintiff declined to stay ~ 
longer and urged that the trip be at 
once begun back to Atlanta. 

The trip was immediately resumed, 


and before reaching Atlanta plaintife 2°) 


had recovered from her recent illness 
and plaintiff and defendant went again 
to the Majestic Hotel. 

103. During this period .ffom the 
sale of the Washington .street home 
until the return from California, plain- 
tiff’'s whole life had been gradualiy 
changing; she was becoming more and 
more. exacting with this defendant, 
more and more critical of his conduct, 
and her affection for him was evi- 
dently gradually growing less and 
less; she demanded that the de- 
fendant should. implicitly obey her 
every wish and whim, and that he 
should have no existence or career 
separate and apart from her life.- 
That he must have no confidant or 
friend, but must devote himself en- 
tirely to hermwish and will. This, de- 
fendant did so far as it is possibile 
for human nature to do. From time 
to time he was humiliated and hurt 
and angry, but at’ adl time during this 
period did he do anything that could 
be considered to be cruel to her; nor 
did he fail to do anything that weuld 
indicate stinginess or miserliness on 
his part. But it is not true that there 
was no affection between them at that 
time. Nor is it true that plaintiff at 
that time believed this defendant was 
cruel and unkind to her; nor. did she 
believe that he was nagging. quarrel- 
some and miserly. Nor was there any 
thought jn the mind of this plaintiff 
that this defendant had ever done any- 
thing to endanger or impair her health.

106. In anticipation of plaintiff's 
coming, defendant ordered their. furni- 
ture in Atlanta to be shipped to Vir- 
ginia at once, and he began at once 
to make preparations to receive her. 
He at once sought out comfortable 
quarters for them te occupy, and he 

tentatively agreed to accept rooms in 
L.the house of one of the professors, 
‘ "Phis professor was an old bachelor, 
and the quarters selected would have 
been elegant and comfortable. De- 
fendant did not close tlre trade for the 
rooms because he wished plaintiff to 


_ @xamine them and herself be satisfied 


before the trade was closed. 

Plaintiff had not been anxious to 
come to Charlottesville, and for that 
reason defendant dia not wish to ask 
her to delay her coming until the 
furniture should reach Charlottesville. 
On the contrary, he telegraphed her, as 
above stated, to come on, taking the 
risk of the furniture reaching Char- 
lottesville in due time. The packing 
and shipping of the furniture was de- 
layed, and plaintiff reached Charlottes- 
ville before the arrival of the furni- 
ture. Awaiting the furniture, this 
defendant took the plaintiff to the 
boarding house that he had been oc- 
cupying during his stay at the Uni- 
versity. 

106. The house in which defendant 
roomed was a 10-room, modern, 2-story 
heuse, comfortable and comparative- 
ly new: it was on one of the best 
streets, andinone ofthe best sections 
of the city. It was surrounded by 
people of intelligence, culture and of 
the highest standing. The defendant 
upon coming to Virginia had selected 
it because its furnished rooms were 
the best that he could then find. De- 
fendant had selected and occupied the 
best room in the house; it was a'com- 
modious room, carpeted, decently and 
comfortably furnished, light and airy. 
The other rooms in the house, not oc- 


-.@upied by the landlady and her hus- 


band, were occupied by students—men 
ef brains, integrity and culture. 

When the plaintiff reached Char- 
lottesville she was taken by defendant, 
as a temporary make-shift, to this 
boarding house, and his room, as 
stated above, the best in the house, 
was turned over to hér. The situa- 
tion was explained to plaintiff, and 
she undertsood that it was but tem- 
porary, to be ended so soon as their 
furniture should come from Atlanta. 
She expressed no dissatisfaction with 
the situation at all, but on the contrary, 
expressed herself entirely pleased 
with it. 

The defendant took a room just 
across the hall from that of plaintiff. 
The room taken by him was much in- 
ferior to the room occupied by ‘plain- 
tiff, but it was the only room in the 
house to be obtained, and the best that 
could then be done. This room was 
sélected by defendant so that when he 
studied at night he could do so with- 
out interfering with the rest and com- 
fort of plaintiff. The plaintiff under- 
stood the reason why this room was 
selected, and appreciated and approved 
of it. 

106%. That the house wherein de- 
fendant boarded at Charlottesville was 
a comfortable one, well located; that 
ofily reputable people boarded thereat; 
that defendant’s room was comfortable 
and pleasant, clean and heat; that 
Mrs. McKay was a woman of standing 
and above reproach. Defendant here 
sets out two affidavits which explain

107. The arrival of the furniture 
was delayed for several days. Dur- 
ing that time defendant spent all of 
his time, when not actually in the 
lecture room, with his wife, spending 
much of the time in her room, and he 
left her only when actually engaged 
in lectures, which occupied but a short 
time each day, and after she had retired 
at night. He introduced her to the 
students, who were men of the highest 
character, intelligence, culture and re- 
finement. He introduced her to such of 
the ladies as he came in contact with. 
‘Defendant kept a horse and buggy at 
the University, and each day, when the 
weather would permit, he and plaintiff 
rode together, once or twice each day. 

108. Plaintiff ang defendant together 
examined rooms for rent, and after 
looking at several the plaintiff ap- 
proved of the selection tentatively 
made by the defendant before her ar- 
rival, and the rooms belonging to the 
professor above referred to were rent- 
ed. Before renting these rooms plain- 
tiff examined a new house for the pur- 
pose of renting a whole house, but 
plaintiff? preferred the professor’s 
house. 

Anticipating the furnishing of the 
rooms rented, plaintif€ and defendant 
went around town shopping, buying 
curtains, window shades,,towels, etc. 
They were unable to find in Charlottes- 
ville just what they wished in the 
way of rugs, and defendant, ordered 
rugs from New York to be sent to 
Charlottesville upon approval. 

109. Plaintiff?’ was sick at no time 
while she was in Charlottesville; on 
the contrary, she was in excellent 
health and spirits. The weather was 
ideal, and there wag no possible chance 
for discomfort in the room occupied 
by plaintiff; indeed, plaintiff had spent 
much of her time with her grandmother 
in Louisiana and with the defendcnt’s 
sister in Madison, Ga., in much less 
comfortable quarters than she occupied 
while at Charlottesville. 

Plaintiff and defendant also can- 
vassed the question of servants, and 
had the names of several, and it was 
their purpose’ to look up the parties 
ij whose names were given and to em- 
ploy the best servants that could be 
had. P 

110. The keeper of the boarding 
house, at which defendant boarded, 
and where plaintiff was temporarily re- 
maining, was Mrs. McKay. She was 
descended from one of the best ‘fam- 
ities in Virginia; she wag of irre- 
proachable character ang standing in 
Charlottesville. She was of an ex- 
ceedingly helpful and kindly disposi- 
tion. She derstood that plaintiff 
and defendant. red to hire servants 
to take charge of their contemplated 
establishment! she had heard of a serv- 
ant that she thought would suit, the 
demands of plaintiff and defendant. 
| Mrs. McKay came to the defendant’s

McKay was not a woman. of 
a few words, and it took some minutes 
‘for her to explain the situation. But 
‘during the whole time she did not 
take her seat, defendant's door .was 
open. five or six students’ occu-~ 
pled adjoinjng rooms, they were paas- 
ing to and fro in the ‘hall. Mra. Mc- 
‘Kay was dressed in clothes usually 
worn by her during the day when 
she Was engaged.in her duties as land+ 
lady, and was not in negligee condi- 
tion. The only conversation had by 
defendant and the landlady was about 
the servant problem, and it did not 
even occur to defendant that any 
harm could be thought of the situa- 
tion. 

Since plaintiff’s arrival in CGhar- 
lottesville defendant had practically 
devoted all of his time to .her happi- 
ness and comfort, and he was doing 
his best to make her stay pleasant and 
comfortable; she was always wel- 
comed into his room, and as a matter 
of fact she spent practically as much 
of her time in defendant’s room ag 
in her own room. Defendant did not 
take the landlady into his room and 
keep her there. She came there upon 
a mission of kindness, with no pur- 
pose except to accommodate plaintiff 
and defendant, and under the circum-~ 
stances it was a great wrong to in- 
timate evil against her. She was a 
woman of unquestioneg standing in 
Charlottesville, and not a man, woman 
or child in Charlottesville could have 
been found to think evil of her. 

111. After the landlady had ieft his 
room, defendant went to plaintiff's 
room for the purpose of telling her 
good night and for the further pur- 
pose of telling her of the servant just 
reported to him by the landlady, and 
to arrange for plaintiff to call to see 
the servant the next day. 

When defendant reached plaintiff's 
room, to his surprise, his wife asked 
him sharply what the woman was 
doing in his room. It is untrue that 
defendant cruelly and inhumanly told 
plaintiff he had no explanation to make 
to her; on the contrary, 
stated just what the landlady wished in 
the room. It hurt and irritated de- 
fendant for him to be suspected un- 
der the circumstances; he had gone into 
plaintiffs room with no thought that 
any objection would be made, and 
when he was so harshly met, it hurt 
and offended him. 

Defendant explained the matter to 
plaintiff, but after his explanation had 
been fully given she still remained in 
a rage, and stated to defendant that 
she meant to go home to Atlanta the 
next day, and that no explanation de- 
fendant could make would satisfy her. 

Plaintiff did prepare to leave the 
house, but not because defendant de- 
clined to make an explanation; on the 
contrary, plaintiff, in the most unrea- 
sonable passion, declined to accept the 
explanation made by defendant. De- 
fendant was inexpressibly hurt at the 
tone and manner of plaintiff; he de- 
clared that he was unwilling for her to 
go back to Atlanta, and tried in every 
way to dissuade plaintiff from her de- 
termination, but plaintiff persisted in 
her delusion as to this landlady,. and 
would listen to no explanation. 

While the landlady was in defend- 
ant’s room, the plaintiff passed by his 
door, going from the bath room, and

plaintiff saw the landlady standing 
there with her own eyes, and plaintiff 
knew that the landlady was in no com- 
promising position. 

Plaintiff packed her trunks and en- 
gaged a drayman to carry thera to the 
depot. Defendant did not believe that 
Plaintiff. would go to the extent of go- 
ing back to Atlanta for so fvolish a 
reason. On the night previous, when 
she asserted that she was going to re- 
turn to Atlanta he did not believe that 
she would carry out the threat when 
she had had time for reftection. The 
next morning defendant was still of 
the opinion that plaintiff would not 
for so foolish a reason desert him and 
return to Atlanta. So certain was he 
that she would not leave that he went 
to a lecture the next morning, and to 
discourage any thought of her leaving, 
and to pyt as much impediment in the 
was as he fairly could, he did say that 
the trunks were not to be taken away. 
This direction not to take the trunks 
awsky was meant not in harshness, Dwt 
in kindness, for he believed that if de- 
layed, the plaintiff would not carry out 
her determination. The drayman, how- 
ever, did take the trunks, and defend- 
ant’s d@directions were not obeyed. 

112. The defendant was guilty of no 
violent and cruel conduct fowards his 
wife. His' only purpose was to keep 
her from doing him the great wrong 
of deserting him under the circum- 
stances and going back to Atlanta. He 
not only exercised all his persuasion 
and ingenuity to get her to remain. 
but he called upon the Baptist minister 
at Charlottesville and engaged his good 
services to the same end. The services 
of the minister also failed. She would 
hear no explanation, but came imme- 
diately to Atlanta. 

113. After the events above outlined. 
plaintiff returned to Atlanta and re- 
mained alone in the city of Atlanta, 
separated from the defendant, until 
on or about September, 1903, spending 
her time in first one hotel and then in 
another in the city of Atlanta. 

114, Immediately after this desertion 
in Virginia, the defendant undertook. 
by correspondence, to become recon- 
ciled to the plaintiff, sending her 
within the letters checks for money 
with which to meet her expenses. ‘nese 
letters the plaintiff did not open, but 
returned unopened to this defendant. 

Defendant was gredtly distressed and 
grieved at the situation, and made a 
trip to Atlanta on or about May, 1902. 
for the purpose of seeing the plaintiff 
and seeking a reconciliation with her. 
At that time defendant: saw plaintiff 
for the purpose of endeavoring - to 
make a reconciliation, byt she declined 
to discuss the matter with him. ‘YDe- 
fendant thereupon returned to the Uni- 
versity of Virginia and there proceeded 
with his studies until he took his de- 
gree in 1903. ., ce 

During this period, from September, 
1901, until the reconciliation in 1903, 
thére was no pretense on the part of 
plaintiff that defendant was cruel to 
her: that he was miserly, or that he 
had done anything to endanger or im- 
pair her health. During that period the 
plaintiff’s only complaint was the inci- 
dent that happened at Charlottesville. 
Virginia, which this defendant asserts 
‘that he will prove to be blameless be- 
yond all cayil or controversy. .And 
when plaintiff and defendant became 
reconciled, as they did.in 1903, plaintiff? 
charged to this defendant no act of 
cruelty and no conduct that had im- 
paired or endangered her health. |

126. In . August, 1906, . plaintif’s 
grandmother died, also, leaving a con- 
siderable estate to which plaintiff was 
the sole heir. Plaintiff did not wish to 
go to Louisiana and did not go. At 
the earnest request of plaintiff, de- 
fendant, himeelf, dig go and spent @ 
considerable time in Louisiana in an 
effort to close up said estate and pro- 
tect plaintiff's interest. 

127. In these two matters plaintiéf 
gave defendant her absolute confi- 
dence, and the defendant spent several 
months of arduous labor In protecting 
her interests in each of these estates. 

128 When the defendant was at the 
University of Virginia, pluintiff be- 
came estranged with a brother and 
sister of the defendant, of whom she 
had formerly been very fond, and this 
estrangement did not digappear with 
the reconciliation of 190%. Defendant 
was extremely desirous that there 
should be a reconciliation between his 
brother and sister and his wife, and 
to that end he carried his brother and 
sister to the Peachtree home, hoping 
that a meeting between them and his 
wife would result in a reconciliation. 

Defendant’s brother and sister did all 
in their power to bring about a recon- 
cilation, but plaintif? declined, and in 
declining, stated to defendant, in the 
. presetice of his brother and sister. that 
she would not only not be reconciled to 
them, but that the defendant must 
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choose between his brother and sister 
and herself and she invited the defend- 
ant to leave the house. Defendant left 
the house with his brother and sister, 
but shortly’ returned thereto, and when 
he did, plaintiff presented him for sig- 
nature the following instrument: 
“August 4, 1906. 

“There are two points I wish under- 
stood beyond the question of a doubt— 
that Mr. Douglas agrees that he will 
have no communication, either verbal 
Or written, or in any manner whatso- 
ever, with his sister, Gertrude, or his 
brother, Willie; that he will not do or 
say anything which he is unwilling 
that I, his wife, should see and hear. 
That there shall be no deceit in any 
manner whatsoever in his Ufe with 
me, and on the terms and others not 
here written I consent to continue our 
lives together as long as all these con- 
ditions are fulfilled.” 

The defendant desireq earnestly not 
to have separation between himself 
and his wife, and, believing that she 
would think better of it, and after- 
wards would not insist upon so harsh 
an agreement, signed it. Indeed, the 
defendant more readily signed it be- 
cause this question of defendant giving 
up his relatives and friends was al- 
most a mania with plaintiff. 

128. In the year 1908 plaintiff had 
become tired of her Peachtree home, 
and desired to build further out on 
Peachtree road, where she conceived 
she would be better and more pleas- 
antly located, and whére she could es- 
cape from city taxes. The defendant 
seriously objected to breaking up the 
home, and it was not done; but so 
excited upon the subject was the plain- 
tiff that she called a psychologist, a 
fortune teller, to her aid ang inquired 
of him whether or not she could have 
her will to change her residence fur? 
ther out Peachtree road; and in or- 
der to interview this psychologist she 
invited him to her home, without her 
husband's knowledge or consent. 

130. In the summer of 1907, plaintiff 
and defendant went to Battle Creek,| 
Michigan, at the urgent request of 
plaintiff, hoping that the treatment at 
Battle Creek would be of advantage to 
plaintiff. Defendant declined to g0 
unless plaintif€’ would promise to take 
the treatment prescribed. This plain- 
tiff agreed to, and the trip was.taken, 
but plaintiff failed to keep her prom- 
ise as made, and after taking partial 
treatment, became disgusted and, re- 
turned home. Upon the return to At- 
lanta plaintiff insisted that they not re- 
turn to their home, but that they live 
at a hotel. Defendant was earnestly 
anxious to return to his hgme, but the 
plaintiff insisted that.if he did go to 
the home she would separate from him, 
and under the threat of separation de- 
fendant went with her to a hotel. They 
remained there only a short time, and 
plaintiff again changed her notion and 
returned to the home. 

131. In November, 1907, 
made a trip to New York and _ (re- 
mained for several weeks. She 
was there for pleasure and en- 
joyment and her health was in no 
sense precarious. She went to places 
of amusement, and enjoyed all the 
pleasures of the city. 

132. From the date of plaintiff's trip 
to New York in November, 1907, until 
the summer of 1908, when defendant 
went on a trip to New York and Cal- 
ifornia, plaintif€’ and defendant Jived at 
the Peachtree home. Plaintif was, 
during this time, exceedingly exacting. 
At one time, without reason, she took 
offense at the defendant and moved 
him from the room he previously oc- 
cupied adjoining her own ta a little 
room near the kitchen, without any 
explanation or excuse. When defend- 
ant returned at night he found that, he 
had been moved from the front of the) 
house and put near the kitchen; but he 
accepted the situation, and remained 
in the little room until the final sep- 
aration. ‘ ' 

133. During that time plaintiff was 
greatly disturhed and worried by the 
servants; she complained daily about 
their incompetency, about the worry 
and trouble they gave her; she not 
only quarreled with them continu- 
ously herself, but often urged the de- 
fendant to talk to them and endeavor 
himself to control them. 

134. In the summer of 1907 piaintiff 
was on the eve of a trip to New: York, 
and thence to California, The trip to 
New York, which was taken, and dur- 
ing which the separation took place, 
wae taken largely at the request of 
plaintiff, she saying that she desired to 
go away for a rest and for the pur- 
pose of getting away from the negro 
servants. 

136. Before the New York trip above 
referred to, and in July, 1908, prior to 
his departure for a trip to California, 
defendant drew up a certain § instru- 
ment, in substance the same as in 
paragraph 68 of the petition in this 
case set ont. This instrument was not 
intended to be seriously taken 
by plaintiff, and plaintif€’ knew that 
it ‘was not so intended. 

Plaintiff’ had theretofore presented 
to defendant, and had signed by. him, 
a written instrument, above referred 
(to, setting out the terms upon which 
they were to live together, and. many 
times plaintiff had taid down verbal 
conditions upon which they must live 
together; and defendant prepared and 
handeg to plaintiff the instrument re- 
ferred to, not as a serious document, 
meant to be abided by, but as a bur-

}Gid not regard the matter seriously 
and gid not tell plaintiff that he was 
unwilling to live with her except upon 
the basis in the document set out, or 
*- Ontir’ filing of this suit’ this 
foolish document had entirely passed 
out of defendant's memory. It was 
meant as a burlesque, and it has re- 
mained in defendant's memory only as 
such. When this foolish instrument 
was written, plaintif and defendant 
were in full accord; they had had no 
differences, ang they were living to- 
gether in the most confidential rela- 
tion. There was no serious occasion 
for such an ihstrument. 

After the writing of this document 
defendant made a trip to California, 
and returned to Atlanta on or about 
the lith day of August, 1908 Upon 
his return the said document was never 
referred to. Plaintiff received him 
giadly and affectionately upon his re- 
turn, and they began again to live as 
husband and wife as they had done 
prior thereto. No gifference was made 
in their manner of housekeeping, nor 
was any suggestion about changing 
their old relations ever broached by 
elther party. Defendant did not ex- 
pect a reply to the document he had 
handed plaintiff, and hence he was not 
surprised, upon his return, when 
plaintif® said nothing about it. He as- 
sumed that she had treated it as a 
joke, as it was meant to be by this 
defendant. 

136. Just before defendant left 
plaintif? handed him a written doc- 
ument, which he supposes must have 
contained a reply to the document next 
above referred to, but it was handed 
him just as he was leaving the house, 
and in the haste and confusion of get- 
ting off defendant misplaced it, and 
never diq know its contents. 

137. Upon his return from California, 
plaintiff and defendant disciissed their 
relations, but neither one of them 
made any question whatever about the 
document set out in paragraph 68 of 
the petition. Plaintiff and gefendant 
agreed in the discussion that there 
was no earthly reason why they should 
not live and continue to live in hap- 
piness, for they had, so far as worldly 
affairs g0, everything to make them 
happy, and this was often referred to 
by plaintiff in conversation with de- 
fendant, and there was no occasion 
for discord and unhappiness. And 
plaintiff and defendant diq continue 
to Hve together, in concord, and in 
the most intimate relation, until the 
New York trip was made. 

138. By previous agreement between 
plaintiff and defendant, the defendant 
joined the plaintiff in New York on or 
about October 17, 1908. Before he 
reached New York the plaintiff had 
engaged adjoining rooms, one for her- 
self and one for defendant. When he 
reachegd New York plaintiff met him 
affectionately. They occupied connect- 
ing rooms, and lived together in the 
closest relationship as man and wife 
until about October 22, 1908. They en- 
joyed the gaieties of New Yark that 
season of the year; dined at restaurants, 
attended the theaters, went out 
shopping. and participated in all 
the amusements of a great city. No 
note of discord occurred between them 
from the date of defendant's arrival 
until October 26, 1908, as is below 
shown. : 

1398. On October 22 a letter from de- 
fendant’s sister reached the hotel in 
New York, forwarded from the Atlanta 
postoffice. Defendant was not at the 
hotel, and when the letter came plaintiff 
opened the letter and read it. This 
letter was clearly directed to defendant 
in the handwriting of his sister, which 
handwriting plaintiff knew well. The 
opening of this letter was without de- 
fendant’s knowledge, and without any 
authority, legal or moral, on the part 
of plaintiff. 

When defendant returned to the 

hotel he found this letter. opened and 
,read by plaintiff, lying upon his dres- 
ser. He also found that his wife had 
}moved her personal belongings from 
the defendant’s room, which had been 
used as a bed room, into the adjoining 
room, which had been used as a sit- 
ting room by plaintiff and defendant 
and which, although used as a sitting 
room, had a bed therein. 
» In this letter there was no mention 
of plaintiff, and not one thing about 
which she could raise any possible dis- 
turbance. 

When cefendant saw the letter, and 
that it had been read, he went into 
Plaintiff's room. She was Slightly in- 
disposed, and was in bed, but her man- 
ner and treatment was radically 
changed, and from this time forward 
she declined to live with defendant 
as his wife, until his departure, as is 
below set out. 

From this date until Octobér 29 
piaintiff and defendant did not live 
together as man and wife, but never- 
theless they did visit over the city, 
go to restaurants, theaters and places 
of amusement as they had previously 
done. . 

140. After the reception and the read- 
ing of the letter above referred to and 
up to about four days thereafter 
there was no open rupture between 
plaintiff and defendant, and nothing 
occurred between the two dates that 
could by any possibility excite the 
anger of plaintiff. 

But on or about three or four days 
thereafter, without any additional ex- 
cuse, plaintiff’ approached the  de- 
fendant and greatly abused him, stat- 
ing that he had been living a lie and 
had been deceiving her for years. The 
defendant asked what was the cause 
of the disagreement, and if it was not 
all caused by this letter from his sis- 
ter. Plaintif? replied that that was 
enough, but that there were other 
things. 

Defendant then reminded her of the 
fact that he had notified her in 1906 
when, in order to induce her to live 
with him again, that he would not 
communicate with his brothers and 
sisters, that he thought it was a great 
, WFONG: and that he had notified her 
some time later that he would not 
abide by the agreement and that he 
would communicate with them when 
he wished. But to this plaintiff would 
give no heed, tInsisting that he had 
deceived her and lived a lie. 

141. Even after this disagreement, 
plaintiff and defendant still occupied the 
connecting rooms until October 29, 1908. 
Plaintiff and defendant visited restau- 
rants, theaters, ard other places of 
amusement, for which this defendant 
paid; they entered each other’s room 
in the strictes} privacy, as iong as 
defendant continued in New York. 

Defendant was in the very act of 
boarding the train to Atlanta, on ‘Oc-< 
tober 29, 1908, when the plaintiff gaye 
him 4 note notifying him that they 
were to be separated from that date. 

Before and upon the instance of de- 
parture plaigtiff and defendant kissed 
and embraced each other as lovingly 
and affectionately as they ever did 
before in their lives, and in spite of 
the note that defendant held he did 
not believe that plaintiff. would sep- 
arate from him. Not only so, but 
plaintiff? requested defendant, when 
he was leaving, to perform certain com- 
missions of trust and confidence for

up all her religious duties and her 
rescue work, and began enlarging her 
sphere of living. | 
she declined to go to theaters end 
places of like kind upon religious 
grounds, she began to frequent the 


theaters and all like places of amuse- _ 


ment. She began to seek gratifica- 
tion in dress and in society, and grad- 
ually departed from the simple habits 
and religious views of her earlier mar- 
ried life. 

143. This change In her outward life 
was accompanied with radical changes 
in taste, habits and affection... She 
became more and more critical of the 
defendant, more and more exacting, 
and gradually she lost her affection 
and tenderness for him. 

Finally, plaintiff wearied of her old 
life and her old ties and, having in- 
herited a large fortune that would 
justify it, she began to crave new 
scenés, new sensations, new associa- 
tion, and new ties. . 

This transformation in plaintiff's 
outward and inner life began with her 
residence on Peachtree road in. 1904, 
and continued until 1908, when plaintiff 
became dissatisfied with all her old ties 
and her old associations and, having ‘a 
the meantime inherited an ample fer- 
tune to justify it, determined to seex 
new associations, new experiences. new 
ties and a new home. 

1431-5. To illustrate this radiel 
change in her life prior to the year 
1905 plaintiff eschewed theaters and 
like places of amusement, and she 
was a teetotaler, so much so that in 
1901, while plaintiff and defendant 
were on a trip to St. Louis, she became 
enraged at this defendant for desiring 
to drink a bettle of beer in a public 
restaurant, and roundly abused him 
for having such a taste and for wish- 
ing to gratify it. 

During 1905 and thereafter, however, 
plaintiff began to visit theaters and 
like places of amusement, and lost her 
antipathy to beer, wine, champagne 
and like intoxicants, and ordered large 
consignments of wines from California. 

143 2-5. So radical did this change 
become that while at the Majestic Ho- 
tel, after the preparation of an egg- 
nog for herself and friends, and after 
the declaration of this defendant to 
drink thereof, she roundly abused him, 
called him a fool, and that in the pres- 
ence of third parties. 

It wags often the habit of plaintiff, 
before going to bed, to partake freely 
of beer and wine as an aid to sleep, 
and when this defendant would upon 
oceasion decline to partake with her 
she would tell him not to be an idiot 
and a fool, but to act like other men, 
and that, too, in the presence of third 
parties. 

As a further illustration of her 
whimsical captiousness defendant 
gives the following incident: There 
had been planted at the Peachtree 
home certain fruit trees, which re- 
quired pruning. The defendant under- 
took to prune the trees under the di- 
rection of a landscape gardener. Plain- 
tiff insisted that the pruning had been 
improperly done, flew into a great 
rage, abused him roundly and directed 
him to let the trees alone thereafter. 

143 3-5. While on a visit to Londons 
plaintiff carelessly, upon her depar- 
ture from the city, left her watch in 
the room at the hotel. Defendant be- 
ing late in the room, discovered the 
watch and preserved it for her. The 
defendant jokingly inquired of her if 
she had left anything, and teased her 
for a while after she had discovered 
she had left the watch. The defendant 
turned the watch over to her: she fell 
into a great rage, and said she would 
have rather lost a hundred watches 
than for defendant to have trifled with 
her about it, and instructed him néver 
to try her that way again upon any 
occasion. This petulant rage of hers 
was in the presence of third persons. 
While this conduct greatly humiliated 
the defendant, he made no angry re- 
tort thereabout. 

143 4-5. Even when they lived in the 
Washington street home plaintiff was 
extremely indifferent about the enter- 
tainment of her’s and defendant's 
friends At one time on Washington 
street defendant did induce her to give 
a public reception at defendant's ex- 
pense. 

After they moved to Peachtree road 
her disinclination to entertain her 
friends, especially those to whom shoe 
owed social duties, greatly increased. 
She insisted that the servant problem 
bore too heavily upon her to permit 
her to give entertainments to her 
friends, and this, too, although she 
constantly accepted invitations to en- 
tertainments of her friends. She be- 
came greatly averse to entertaining 
friends of this defendant, and finally 
reached the point where she instructed 
defendant that his friends must not be 
brought to the house, and when upon 
one occasion this defendant did bring 
a friend to the Peachtree home, she 
brought him roundly to task there- 
about. 

143 5-5. For years plaintiff took 
upon herself none of the cares and 
performed none of the plain, ordinary 
duties of a wife. She @ave no care 
nor attention to his wardrobe. He was 
compelled to seek the aid of servants 
to sew on his buttons or to mend a 
rent in his clothes, or do it himself. 
Such things became too troublesome 
and inconvenient to the plaintiff, al- 
though there was no such trouble and 
inconvenience when it came to mite 
istering to the wants of her pet dogs. 
The numerous small items, such as 
mending a, husbdand’s clothing, sewing 
on a button, sorting the laundry, were 
4 years ago discontinued by plain- 

144. This defendant now believes 
that it is true that in 1908, when the 
Separation took place, plaintiff had 
lost her affection for him, and desired 
to rid herself of him. This defendant 
also alleges that he did not up to tha 
time believe that such was the case, 
and that he had done nothing to jus- 
tify such a course of conduct upon the 
part of plaintiff, and that the allega- 
tions in this petition set up charging 
kim with cruel treatment and miserly 
conduct were an afterthought born of 
the expediency of this divorce suit. 

145. Defendant asserts that the cor- 
respondence between plaintiff and de- 
fendant shows conclusively that at 
no time was there any cruelty by de- 
fendant to plaintiff, nor was he at any 
time guilty of nagging and quarrel- 
someness, nor did he ever at any time 
by his conduct impair her health. 

(a) On December 9, 1905, plaintiff 
wrote defendant a letter from Shreve- 
port, Louisiana, beginning, “Dear 
‘Lord’ Douglas’ (Lord Douglas Being 
a@ pet name for defendant). and sign- 
ed, “Fondly, yvur trazzled-out wife:”
